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ABYSSINIA (ETHIOPIA) - 


The Country. A native kingdom of East Africa, sepa- 
rated from the Red Sea by Italian, French and British colo- 
nies; area about 350,000 square miles. It is mainly a 
plateau varying from 4,000 ft. to 8,000 ft. high. Minerals 
abound, including gold, silver, iron, rock salt and coal. 

Government. Abyssinia is ruled by an emperor and 
political institutions essentially feudal. 

Commerce and Industry. Abyssinia is an agricultural 
and grazing country varying in climate and products. In 


~ the south, cotton does well, while further north, coffee is 


indigenous. Sugar is grown in the south and oranges, in- 
digo and bananas are abundant. The forests produce 
ebony, mahogany and other hard woods, as well as acacia 
and bamboo. In the northwest is a district famous for 
cattle. The exports mainly consist of coffee, skins and 
hides, bees-wax, ivory, rubber, butter and herbs. 

Communications. The main avenue of trade is the 
French-Ethiopian Railway which runs from the port of 
Djibouti, in French Somaliland to the Abyssinian capital, 
Addis Abeba, a distance of 490 miles. In the West and 
north, goods are exported via Khartum. 

‘Principal Towns. The principal towns are Addis Abeba, 
the capital; Harar, Adowa, Gondar, Ankober and Gambela, 


AFGHANISTAN 


The Country. The length of Afghanistan from the Per- 
sian frontier to the Khyber Pass is about 600 miles and 
the extreme width north to south about 500 miles, esti- 
mated area being 245,000 square miles. It is mainly 
mountainous, broken by deep ravines and fertile valleys. 

Government. Afghanistan is a constitutional mon- 
archy. The country is divided into provinces, each ruled 
by a governor responsible to the Ameer. 

Commerce and Industry. Climate and products are 
those of temperate regions, varying in altitude, permitting 
cultivation in the south of tobacco, cotton and fruits. The 
spring crop consists of wheat, barley and lentils and the 
autumn harvest produces rice, millet, sorghum, tobacco 
and corn. Cotton goods, indigo, tea and sugar are the 
chief articles of import and the wool and sking of fat-tailed 
sheep, cattle, horses, timber, fruit, silk and drugs are the 
principal exports. Of manufactured articles, silk and car- 
pets are the most important. 

Communications. There are no railways in the country. 
The Khyber and Bolan roads are fit for light-wheeled 
traffic as far as Kabul and Kandahar, respectively. Mer- 
chandise is still transported on camel or pony back. Tele- 
phonic communication exists between Dakka, Jelalabad 
and Kabul, a distance of 136 miles, and itis being extended 
to Kandahar, 


Principal Towns. The principal towns are Kabul, the 
capital, 6,396 feet above sea level; Herat, the chief town in 
the west, an important depot for the carpets of central 
Asia; Kandahar, the chief city in the south; Ghanzi, Jelu- 
labad and Faizabad, 


ALBANIA 


The Country. Albania is a mountainous country on the 
western side of the Balkan peninsula, with an area of about 
11,000 square miles. It is independent, but under the 
political influence of Italy. In the center, part of the 
plateau is cultivable and in the south thereisfertile alluvial 
soil with grazing land on the slopes. Saseno Island, off the 
Albanian coast, forms the Gibraltar of the Adriatic. 

Commerce and Industry. Albania has little outside 
trade. Tobacco, wool and olive oil are the principal prod- 
ucts. Forests are scarce but as for minerals, Albania pos- 
sesses silver, copper, gold and lead. There is little agri- 
culture, but in a few districts, fair crops of corn are raised 
and olives, mulberries and other fruits are grown. Flocks 
and herds provide the main subsistence of the people. 

Communications. Northern Albania has one road con- 
necting Durazzo and Tirana with Scutari. Central Al- 
bania has no roads but some military roads have been con- 
structed in the south. 

Principal Towns. The principal towns are Durazzo, a 
port, Tirana, the provisional capital, Scutari, Elbassan, the 
port Avlona (Valona) and Goritza (Korytsa.) 


ANDORRA 


The Country. A small republicin the eastern Pyrenees, 
with an area of about 190 square miles, 

Government. Andorra is under the joint suzerainty of 
the president of France and the bishop of Urgel and its gov- 
ernment is intrusted to a council of twenty-four members, 
holding office for four years, who elect the first and second 
syndic to preside. The executive power rests with the first 
syndic while the civil judge and two magistrates alternately 
exercise judicial power. 

Commerce and Industry. Agriculture thrives where the 
soil is suited to tillage, rye, barley, vines and tobacco being 
cultivated. There is also some mineral wealth, especially 
iron and lead. ‘Transport difficulties make exploitation 
doubtful. The inhabitants pay much attention to stock- 
breeding. Principal Town: Andorra la Vieja. 


ARGENTINA 


The Country. A South American republic with an area 
of about 1,153,119 square miles. The republic measures 
about twenty-three hundred milesfrom north to south. It 
is mountainous toward the west and the mountains extend 
to the Western Andes. The remainder of the surface cone 
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sists of grassy plains, forested hills, drained by the Parana, 
Plata, Colorado and other rivers flowing into the Atlantic. 

Government. The constitution of the Argentine Confed- 
eration resembles that of the United States. The republic 
consists of 14 provinces, 10 territories and one federal dis- 
trict. The provinces elect their own governors and legis- 
latures. ‘The territories are under governors appointed by 
the president. The executive power, which is practically 
independent of the legislature, isin the hands of a president 
elected for six years by electors appointed by the provinces. 
The national congress consists of a senate and a house of 
deputies. There are 30 senators, two elected by each 
province and two by the capital; one-third of the senate is 
renewed every three years. The 120 deputies are elected 
directly by the people for four years, but half the house re- 
tires every two years. Justice is administered by a federal 
court of five judges which sits at Buenos Aires, four appeal 
courts with three judges each at Buenos Aires, La Plata, 
Cordoba and Parana, and provincial and a number of 
minor courts. Each province has formulated its own judi- 
cial system. 

Commerce and Industry. Argentina is in the forefront 
among the countries in exporting food and lraw materials 
such as wheat, corn, linseed, oats, alfalfa, wool, chilled or 
frozen meat and hides. Tobacco-growing is not inconsid- 
erable and cotton-growing is increasing. The northern 
forests supply hard quebracho, excellent for building but 
also exported for use in tanning. Textiles, food-stuffs, iron, 
glassware and oil are the chief articles of import. The 
metric system of weights and measures is compulsory. 

Communications. There are about 25,000 miles of rail- 
waysin operation, about one-third of which are owned by 
the government. The rivers Parana, Plata, and Uruguay 
also form important means of communication. There is 
an excellent postal, telegraph and telephone system and 
cable communication with all parts of the world. 

Principal Towns. Buenos Aires, the capital; Rosario, 
Cordoba, Tucuman, Santa Fe, Mendoza, La Plata, and 
Bahia Blanca. 


AUSTRALIA 


The Country. Australia may be considered the largest 
island and the smallest continent in the world. It is the 
greatest isolated mass of land south of the equator. Its total 
area, including the island of Tasmania, is 2,974,581 square 
miles, with a coastline of about 8,300 miles. Its extreme 
measurements are from Cape York in the north to Wilson’s 
Promontory in the south, about 2,000 miles and from Steep 
Point in the west to Cape Byron in the east, 2,450 miles. 
Its climate is partly temperate and partly sub-tropical. 
Tasmania, theisland of the southeast, is the most temperate 
area, with a climate similar to that of Ireland. A series of 
highlands runs along the eastern and northeastern shores of 
Australia; coastal plains are the feature of the southeastern 
littoral, which broaden out in the eastern half of the interior 
into a great plain through which flow the main rivers of 
New South Wales, Victoria and South Australia—the Dar- 
ling, Murrumbidgee and Murray. ‘This plain covers 
nearly the whole of New South Wales and adjacent parts of 
Queensland and Victoria. Another large plain stretches 
inland along the Great Bight in the south, but both middle 
and southern plains give way to the western plateau, which 
reaches from the Indian Ocean to the Eyria Peninsula and 
comprises over half the continent. Although the Darling, 
Murrumbidgee and Murray water the great area of the 


eastern plains, and are both navigable andirrigable for hun- 
dreds of miles, the western half of the continent is almost 
waterless. The soil is generally fertile—even in the most 
arid districts a heavy rainfall favors a rapid growth of 
vegetation—but while the eastern shores are washed by 
a warm ocean current from the north, the western shores 
are washed by a cold current from the Antarctic Ocean. 
The eastern half is visited at intervals of every few years 
by droughts causing heavy loss and suffering. In the 
northern tropical belt, where several short but torrential 
rivers run into the sea, growth is again luxuriant; but the 
whole of this great district, potentially wealthy in minerals 
as well as in pasture and arable land, awaits development. 
The eastern plains form one of the great stock-raising dis- 
tricts of the world. 

Government. The Commonwealth of Australia is di- 
vided politically into six states: New South Wales, West- 
ern Australia, South Australia, Victoria and Queensland 
and three territories, North Australia, Central Australia 


and the Federal Capital District which, with Tasmania, 
constitute the Commonwealth. Australia isa self-governing _ 


dominion of the British Empire and its constitution is de- 
fined by the commonwealth of Australia Constitution Act 
ag “an indissoluble Federal Commonwealth under the 
Crown of the United Kingdom.” It is governed, like other 
British Dominions, by a governor-general appointed by 
and responsible to the crown; the governor-general is 
assisted by an advisory federal executive council—in 
practice, the commonwealth cabinet of the day. The 
Australian parliament consists of two houses, called the 
senate and the house of representatives. In the theory 
of the constitution the senate represents the states, and 


the house of representatives the people, as in the U.S.A; — 


but the senators in Australia are elected directly by the 


people. 
commerce and Industry. There are no native cattle, 


sheep, horses, or pigs. The main industry is the produc- 
tion of wool. General agriculture has]ong been the second 
industry, and wheat is grown for export. In recent years 
wines have become an important subsidiary industry. The 
soil of many districts, particularly in South Australia, Vic- 
toria and New South Wales, is suitable to the grape. The 
discovery of gold in Victoria first called attention to Aus- 
tralian minerals. Before this, copper and coal had been 
mined to some extent, but it was the sensational finds of 
gold in Victoria that induced the great stream of immigra- 
tion. Since then large quantities of gold have been found 
in Western Australia, enormous deposits of silver at 
Broken Hill in New South Wales, and other metals else- 
where. Australia is now one of the great metal-producing 
countries of the world, both for precious and base, and the 
extent of the deposits, particularly in Queensland and the 
Northern Territory, isstillimperfectly known. Agricultural 
products: wheat, oats, barley, corn, hay, potatoes, sugar- 
cane, beet sugar, wine and fruit. Mineral output: gold, 
lead, silver, copper, zinc and tin. Imports: textiles, 
yarns, woolen, all other apparel (including boots), bags 
and sacks, cotton piece goods and other textiles, man- 
ufactures of metal, agricultural machinery, other ma- 
chinery, iron and steel, plate and sheet, tinned plates, ve- 
hicles and parts, paper and paper boards, drugs, chemicals 
and fertilizers, oils and waxes, tobacco, alcoholic liquors, 
and sugar. Exports: wool, wheat, flour, sking and hides, 
tinned meat, butter, beef, copper ingots and f bars, 
leather products, tallow, silver, jams and jellies, 
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metal’ products, mutton and lamb, dry chemicals 
and fertilisers, milk, tin ingots, coal and zinc concentrates. 

Communications. Government railways, miles open 
23,295. Private railways in commonwealth, open for 
general traffic, 968 miles. 

Principal Towns. Melbourne, present capital until the 
Canberra site is ready for the new capital; Ballarat, gold 
field center; Bendigo, quartz crushing; Sydney, capital of 
New South Wales with Port Jackson, one of the world’s 
most convenient harbors; Parramatta, in the orange dis- 
trict; Newcastle, coal-mining town and place of coal ex- 
port; Brisbane, capital of Queensland, important port; 
Adelaide, one of chief ports and capital of South Australia; 
Perth, capital of Western Australia; Fremantle, port for 
Perth; Albany, port; Hobart, capital of Tasmania, im- 
portant port. 


AUSTRIA 


The Country. The Austrian republic consists roughly of 
the German-speaking portion of what was Austria in the 
dual monarchy of Austria-Hungary. The approximate 
area of the country is about 30,766 square miles. A large 
part of the Alps lies in that part of western Austria called 
the Tyrol. Eastern Austria is in the valley of the Danube 
river and its branches. 

Government. A national constitutional assembly con- 
sisting of a single chamber, is elected by universal suffrage. 
Seven of the eight provinces have an assembly of one cham- 
ber; the city of Vienna, the eighth province, holds a special 
position in respect to local government. 

Commerce and Industry. Agriculture predominates, 
but there is some forestry and stockbreeding. Manufac- 
tures include cottons, woollens, glass, woodwork, pianos, 
motor cars, etc. The country has not been deprived of all 
minerals and is producing lignite, anthracite, and iron ore 
in considerable quantities. Some copper, zinc, silver and 
gold ore, lead and salt are also produced. Chief imports 
are coal, iron and food stuffs. Weights and measures— 
metric system. 

Communications. Although now a land-locked state, 
Austria was accorded free access by rail to the Adriatic. 
The Danube river is internationalized from the Ulm 
to the Black Sea. There are about 4,000 miles of railroads 
and an elaborate telephone system. 

Principal Towns. Vienna, the capital; Gratz, Linz, 
Innsbruck, Salzburg, Wiener-Neustadt and Klagenfurt. 


BELGIUM 


The Country. Belgium is the most densely populated 
country in Europe, occupying an area of 11,373 square 
miles. In the Ardennes, which include parts of the prov- 
inces of Namur, Luxemburg and Liege, the average eleva- 
tion is about 500 feet while the highest points attain an 
altitude of little over 2,900 feet. The country is well wa- 
tered, but its two principal rivers, the Schelde and the 
Meuse, are Belgian only in part. Their affluents, how- 
ever, are for the greater part held by Belgium and those of 
the Schelde are the moreimportant of thetwo. Four-fifths 
of the land is under cultivation and more people are em- 
ployed on the land than in all the trades, including mines. 

Government. Belgium isa constitutional and hereditary 
monarchy. The legislative power is vested in the cham- 
ber of representatives and the senate, whose members are 
elected partly directly and partly indirectly. 


Commerce and Industry. While Belgium is a great 
agricultural country, its prosperity isin scarcely less degree 
the result of industrial activity. The principal manufac- 
tures are lace, iron work, locomotives and steam engines, 
motor cars, arms, bronze, porcelain, glass, etc. Belgium is 
rich in minerals including valuable zinc and coal mines. 
Metric weights and measures. 

Communications. The railway system is the oldest on 
the continent, total mileage 6,600. With few exceptions 
all railways are owned by the state. There are more than 
fifty canals, with a total length of over 3,000 miles, and five 
ship canals. 

Principal Towns. Brussels, the capital; Antwerp, 
Liege, and Ghent. 

Dependencies. Belgian Congo in central Africa, with 
an area of 909,654 square miles. This colony is of great 
importance to the mother country owing to its great yield 
of rubber, palm nuts and palm oil. Principal towns are 
Leopoldville, the capital and Boma, the seaport. 


BOLIVIA 


The Country. The area of the republic of Bolivia is esti- 
mated at about 514,155 square miles. Cut off from direct 
access to the sea, it is the most sparsely populated of any 
of the South American republics. The northern part is the 
more inhabited, as it contains the Lake of Titicaca and 
many well-watered valleys around it. The southern and 
lower tableland is chiefly a desert. 

Government. The president is elected by direct popular 
vote for four years; the chamber of deputies, 68 in num- 
ber, also for four years, one-half the deputies retiring every 
two years; the senators, 16 in number, two for each de- 
partment, are elected for six years, one-third retiring every 
two years. There are two capitals, an arrangement due to 
early local rivalries. La Paz is the seat of the executive 
and legislature. The supreme tribunal sits at Sucre, which 
is also the seat of the archbishop. 

Commerce and Industry. The chief imports are pro- 
visions, hardware, wines and spirits, cotton, woolen, linen 
and silk goods, and ready-made clothes. The chief ex- 
ports are silver, tinandrubber. There is scarcely any food 
export. The metric system of weights and measures is in 
use. 

Communications. Three railways descend from the 
highlands to the Chilean ports of Antofagasta and Arica 
and to the Peruvian port of Mollendo, the total railway 
mileage being about 1,500 miles. Rubber and timber of the 
eastern forests are carried to the Amazon and Atlantic by 
Brazilian rail and river. Southern Bolivia has an outlet 
by way of Tupiza to the Argentine railway system. Not- 
withstanding the extensive navigable waters and a consid- 
erable extent of roads, partly admitting slow motor traffic, 
internal communication is very defective. 

Principal Towns. La Paz, the actual seat of govern- 
ment; Sucre, the capital; Cochabamba, Potosi, Oruro, 
Santa Cruz, and Trinidad. 


BRAZIL 


The Country. Brazil occupies more than half of the 
South American continent, an area of 3,275,510 square 
miles and is the largest of the South American republics. 
From north to south, the extreme measure of her territory 
is 2,630 miles; from east to westitiseven greater. On the 
north and west are the great depressions of the Amazon 
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and Paraguay rivers which comprise large areas of flood- 
plains and swamps, heavily wooded, and almost uninhab- 
itable. Theinterior of the country isa high plateau with a 
- general elevation of 1,000 to 3,000 feet, irregularly ridged 
by mountains and deeply cut by large rivers. The moun- 
tainous ranges of the maritime system form the eastern 
margin of this plateau. Brazil possesses three great river- 
systems—the Amazon, Plata, and San Francisco. The 
Amazon and its tributaries drain fully half of the country. 
The Plata system drains nearly one-fifth of the country 
through its three branches—the Paraguay, Parana, and 
Uruguay. Only the first of these is freely navigable for a 
long distance. 
Government. The United States of Brazil constitute 
a federal republic, having a general resemblance to the con- 
stitution of the United States of America, but with one 
notable difference. The Brazilian states have severally 
the right of levying export duties—a concession to local 
sentiment. The country is divided into twenty states, one 
national territory, and one federal district, which includes 
the capital. The president is elected for four years by 
direct popular vote. The chamber of deputies contains 
212 members; elected for three years. The 63 senators, 
three for each state and three for the federal district, are 
eleeted for nine years, one-third retiring every three years, 
Commerce and Industry. Agriculture continues to hold 
first place in Brazil and the industries are related closely 
to agriculture. Brazil is the chief coffee producer of the 
world and the next natural product is rubber. Rice, cot- 
ton, sugar, tobaceo, Paraguay tea and cacao are important 
products. Textiles amount to about forty per cent of the 
total manufactured articles. Both the forests and mines 
of Brazil are important. Gold is found and the greater 
part of the world’s supply of monazite comes from Brazil. 
There has been lumber development in recent years. Pine 
has become an important export. Other exports are mica 
and talc, copper ore, platinum and rock crystal. The 
metric system of weights and measures is compulsory, but 
nevertheless certain local units are still used. 
Communications. About 20,000 miles of railways are 
open for traffic, While many of these are short lines con- 
necting the several ports with towns in the interior, the 
entire system now joins the railways of Brazil with those of 
Uruguay, Argentina and Paraguay. The republic has 
over 10,000 miles of navigable waterways open to river 
steamers and ocean-going vessels and 20,000 miles addi- 
tional which are navigable for light-draft and flat-bottom 
boats only. 
Principal Towns. Rio de Janeiro, the eapital; Sao 
Paulo, Bahia, Pernambuco, Para (Belem), Porto Alegre, 
Manaos and Parahiba. 


BRITISH EMPIRE 


BRITISH ISLES 
AND DEPENDENCIES IN EUROPE 


The Countries. The British Isles comprise the United 
Kingdom, Northern Ireland and the Irish FreeState. The 
governmental functions of Northeru Ireland and the Irish 
Free State are treated under these respective headings. 
The Kingdom of Great Britain and the Irish Free State 
have an area of 121,633 square miles. Within the small 
compass of the islands there is a considerable variety 
of topography. Jreland is largely an ill-drained plain, 
dotted with lakes and peat-bogs, and crossed by the 


sluggish Shannon. In the north-west and south-west 
respectively lie the mountains of Donegal and Kerry, 
while to the east lie the Wicklow Mountains, and the basalt 
plateau of Antrim. In Scot.and three well-marked divi- 
sions stand out: the highlands, the southern uplands and 
between these two the central lowlands, into which four- 
fifths of the population is crowded. The lowlands contain 
the richest agricultural land, as well as the coal-fields. 
They are penetrated by three great estuaries, the Firths of 
Tay and Forth on the east, and of Clydeon the west, so that 
communication coast-wise or over-seas is everywhere easy. 
The Welsk upland is flanked to north and east by sraall 
coal-fields, but the greatest field, rich in steam coal and 
anthracite, lies to the south. A belt of limestone running 
from Bill of Portland to Tees Bay, and bearing at many 
points valuable iron ores, serves as a rough boundary 
of industrial England, for to the south and east of it, 
apart from the metropolis, agricultural interests pre- 
dominate. Lying to the west of the limestone band, is 
the Devon-Cornwall peninsula, where great bosses of 
granite and slate build the famous moors. The Channel 
Islands, lying across the English Channel off the coast of 
Normandy, and the Scilly Islands, lying south-west of 
Land’s End, enjoy an almost complete freedom from frost 
and severe weather. 

Government. The government is vested in crown and 
parliament. England is united with Wales in a system of 
local government, for the purposes of which the country 
is divided into fifty administrative counties, in each of 
which the crown is represented by alocal lord-lieutenant. 
County affairs are administered by justices of the peace 
and county councils. Incertain matters, for instance, educa- 
tion, Wales and Monmouthshire have a distinct organiza- 
tion. There is also a Welsh board of health with head= 
quarters at Cardiff. The Isle of Man has a governor 
appointed by the Crown andits own laws and government, 
For the general control of Scottish affairs by the govern- 
ment, there isa secretary for Scotland, who doesnotrank as 
asecretary of state. Certain British state departments, ¢.g., 
the home office and board of trade, have authority in 
Scotland, but for other branches of public work there are 
separate S.ottish departments, these including education, 
agriculture, and health. 

Commerce and Industry. The kingdom owes to its 
mineral wealth the basis of its prosperity. Soft coal of the 
finest quality underlies central England and Wales; iron 
abounds in the same regions, and in Scotland and Ireland; 
tin has been mined in Cornwall since pre-historic times, 
and zine, copper, gold and silver, with a large range of 
non-metallic ‘minerals, are also present. Fisheries are 
conducted on an extensive scale and furnish a large pro- 
portion of the food of the people. The climate favors the 
breeding of horses, cattle and sheep, and the development 
of certain breeds. has greatly improved the livestock of the 
world. About »alf of the total area is devoted to agri- 
culture but the total product is insufficient for home 
demands. The vast supplies of coal, the geographical 
situation, and the deficiency in agricultural resources, 
have combined to favor and <orce an industrial develop- 
ment. Great Britain maintains supremacy in ship- 
building and naval equipment and ranges among the great- 
est producers of iron and steel, machinery, metallic 
goods, textiles and leather goods. The majority of the 
population is employed in these industries, for which 
markets are found in all parts of the world, 
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Communications. There are about 24,000 miles of 
railways, and 4,700 miles of canals. The Manchester 
Ship Canal, opened in 1894, is 3514 milesin length and 28 
feet in depth. The canal isin direct communication with 
all the principal railway systems and barge canals of the 
Kingdom. 

Principal Towns. London, the capital, is the largest 
city of Europe; Edinburgh, the capital of Scotland ; Dublin, 
capital of the Irish Free State; Glasgow, famous for its 
shipbuilding, general manufactures and great shipping 
trade; Manchester, the great cotton manufacturing center, 
connected with the great port of Liverpool by a ship- 
canal. Birmingham, Sheffield, and Wolverhampton, 
manufacturing centers for machinery, cutlery and hard- 
ware; Belfast, the capital of Northern Ireland, is the seat 
of the Irish linen trade and of shipbuilding interests; Leeds 
and Bradford, woolen centers; Bristol a manufacturing 
and commercial port; Hull and Dundee, important fishing 
centers; Newcastle and the Tyne ports, coal exporters; 
Nottingham, noted for laces, curtains, boots and shoes; 
Cardiff and Swansea, the chief Welsh ports, exporting 
immense quantities of coal and ore. 


DEPENDENCIES 


The Countries. Consist of the Island of Malta in the 
Mediterranean and Gibraltar. 

Malta. An island south of Sicily, with an area of 9114 
square miles; total area with the neighboring dependent 
island 118 square miles. Chief products: wheat, barley, 
potatoes and fruit. Considerable fishing industry. Chief 
town and port, Valletta. 

Gibraltar. A naval base commanding the entrance to 
the Mediterranean from the Atlantic Ocean and position 
of great importance. Area 114 square miles. The trade 
is chiefly transit trade. 

Government. Malta has a legislature for local affairs, 
consisting of 32 members and a senate of 17 members, 
while Gibraltar is administered by a governor who is com- 
mander-in-chief and exercises all functions of civil govern- 
ment and legislation. 


BRITISH DEPENDENCIES IN AFRICA 


The Countries. Consist of a number of colonies, pro- 
tectorates, provinces, territories, islands and groups of 
islands, the chartered territory of Rhodesia, the self-govern- 
ing Union of South Africa. The last and the independent 
kingdom of Egypt are described under their own headings. 

Government. Constitution of British Empireislargely 
unwritten, but administration is based on three principles: 
self-government, wherever and whenever practicable, self- 
support and self-defence. The dependencies in Africa, 
apart from the self-governing Union of South Africa, are 
administered; 

1. By legislative assembly, partly or entirely elected, 
and an executive council nominated by the crown, e.g., 
Mauritius. 

2. By a governor with executive and (or) legislative 
councils nominated by the Crown, e.g., Gambia, Sierra 
Leone, Gold Coast, Seychelles.

In the protectorates and colonies native kings and chiefs 
are encouraged to govern their own people, and native laws 
and customs are respected unless they conflict with justice 
or morality. The chartered company which, until recently, 
controlled the administration of Rhodesia, has been relieved 
of its obligations, Northern Rhodesia has been constituted 
a crown colony, while Southern Rhodesia has been granted 
responsible government and becomes a self-governing 
dominion. 

Anglo-Egyptian Sudan. Consists of fifteen provinces 
under military governors. Area about 1,014,000 square 
miles. Principal source of world supply of gum arabic and 
ivory. Cotton growing important. Principal Towns; Khar- 
tum, the capital; Omdurman, Meroe, Suakin, El-Obeid. 

Ascension Island in South Atlantic, a dependency of the 
colony of St. Helena. Area, 34square miles. Garrison sta- 
tion, Georgetown. 

Basutoland (Territory). Area 11,716 square miles, 
Produces cattle, wool, wheat, maize and Kaffr corn. 
Capital, Maseru. 

Bechuanaland (Protectorate). Area about 275,000 square 
miles. Administered by Union of South Africa. Cattle 
rearing is principalindustry. Headquarters of administra- 
tion at Mafeking, Transvaal. Principal Towns: Serowe, 
Francistown. 

Cameroon (Colony) formerly German Protectorate. 
Area 191,300 square miles, divided into French and British 
spheres. British sphere, a strip of 28,000 square miles, on 
Nigerian eastern border. Rich in forest produce. Capi- 
tal, Buea. 

Gambia (Colony and Protectorate). Area of colony 
proper, St. Mary Island, four square miles. Protectorate, 
4,500 square miles. Capital, Bathurst. 

Gold Coast (Colony) with Ashanti and Northern Terri 
tories. Area about 80,000 square miles. Chief products, 
cocoa (about half world’s supply), gold, palm oil and ker- 
nels, kola nuts, manganese and timber. Akkra is centre 
of government. Other important towns, Kumassi, Cape 
Coast-Castle, Sekondi and Axim, 

Kenya (Crown Colony and Protectorate). Area, 209,248 
square miles. Rice, corn, cassava, cocoanuts and other 
tropical products grown on lowlands; wheat, sheep, ostrich 
and dairy farming thrive on highlands. Forests contain 
many valuable species of wood. Chief port, Mombasa, 
with fine harbor. Other towns, Nairobi, capital, and 
Lamu. 

Mauritius, with dependencies Rodriguez, Diego Garcia 
and seven other islands in Indian Ocean, east of Madagas- 
car. Area about 809 square miles. Produces sugar, fibre, 
cocoanut oil. Capital, Port Louis. 

Nigeria (Colony and Protectorate). Area about 336,000 
square miles. Chief products, palm oil, palm kernels, 
ground nuts, cocoa, rubber, cotton, hides. Tin fields 
(about 9,000 square miles in Northern Provinces). Large 
coal fields. Lagosisseatof government. Other trade cen- 
ters are Kano, Wari, and Opobo. 

Nyasaland Protectorate. Formerly British Central 
Africa. Area about 39,573 square miles. Produces cotton, 
tobacco, ground nuts and tea. Principal Towns: Zomba, the 
seat of government; Blantyre, Kotakota and Fort Johnston, 

Rhodesia. Area about 440,000 square miles, extending 
from the Union of South Africa to the Belgian Congo. 
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Principal products: Great mineral wealth, including gold, 
silver, copper, chrome iron, lead and coal. Corn, tobacco, 
and oranges are grown. Principal Towns: Livingstone, the 
capital o: Northern Rhodesia; Salisbury, the capital of 
Southern Rhodesia; Bulawayo, Hartley, Gatooma and 
Victoria. 

St. Helena, solitary island in South Atlantic, 1,200 miles 
from west coast of Africa. Area, 47 square miles. Indus- 
try, flax. Capital, Jamestown. 

Seychelles, about 90 islands in Indian Ocean. Total 
area estimated at 156 square miles. Chief products, cocoa- 
nuts, vanilla and cinnamon. 

Sierra Leone (Crown Colony and Protectorate). Area 
about 31,000 square miles. Produces palm kernels, palm 
oil, ginger, kola nuts and piassaba. Principal Town: 
Freetown, capital and greatest seaport in West Africa. 

Somaliland Protectorate. Area about 68,000 square 
miles. Exports, hides, gums, cattle and sheep. Principal 
Town: Berbera. 

Swaziland (Protectorate). Area, 6,678 square miles. 
Excellent grazing grounds, and large cattleranches. Sheep 
brought in large numbers from Transvaal for winter graz- 
ing. Rich mineral deposits; tin exported. Gold, coal, and 
copper also exist. 

Tanganyika Territory (formerly German East Africa), 
divided between British and Belgians. Area estimated at 
365,000 square miles. Native products asin Kenya. Huro- 
pean planters grow rubber, sisal, coffee, cotton, rice, sugar, 
ete. Chief ports, Dar-es-Salaam (capital), Tanga, Ba- 
gamoyo, Kilwa Kivinje, Ujiji. 

Togo (Colony), formerly German, now under joint 
Franco-British administration. Total area about 33,700 
square miles, of which 12,500 square miles on Gold Coast 
borders is British. Abundantly cultivated; products simi- 
lar to those of Gold Coast. Capital, Lome. 

Uganda (Protectorate). Area 109,119 square miles. 
Chief products, cotton, coffee, oil seeds, ivory and hides. 
British headquarters, Entebbe. 

Zanzibar (Protectorate) and Pemba. Two coralline 
islands, area 640 square miles and 380 square miles, respec- 
tively. Under a sultan and British commissioner. Clove 
industry is practically a world monopoly. Cocoanutindus- 
try also of greatimportance. Zanzibar is one of the finest 
ports in Africa. 


BRITISH DEPENDENCIES IN AMERICA 


The Countries. In addition to Canada, described sepa- 
rately, the British dependencies in America consist of the 
Archipelago of West Indies, Bermuda, Falkland Islands, 
British Guiana, British Honduras and Newfoundland. 


Government. All the islands and territories with the 
exception of Newfoundland are crown colonies, and the 
crown is represented by governors. Representative govern- 
ment, with partially or wholly elected legislative councils 
or executives, exists in Bermuda, Bahamas, Barbados, 
Jamaica, and Leeward Islands (except Antigua and 
Dominica). In Windward Islands each island has its own 
institutions, semi-elective in Grenada and by nominated 
council in St. Lucia and St. Vincent. Falkland Islands, 
British Honduras and Trinidad are ruled by governors 
with nominated councils. In Newfoundland which has 
status of dominion the governor is assisted by an execu- 
tive council, a legislative council and an elected assembly 
consisting of 36 representatives. 


Bahamas. Twenty inhabited and large number of unin- 
habited islands. Principal island, New Providence. Area 
about 4,404 square miles. Chief industries, sponges and 
sisal, also pearls, ambereris, and fruit. Capital, Nassau. 

Barbados. Area, 166 square miles. Staple products, 
sugar and cotton. Capital, Bridgetown. 

Bermuda Islands. About 300 islands (twenty inhab- 
ited), Area, 19 square miles. Principal products are 
onions, potatoes, lily bulbs and garden vegetables. Capi- 
tal, Hamilton. 

British Guiana. Area, 89,500 square miles. Principal 
products are sugar cane, rice, cocoanuts, coffee, para rub- 
ber; also livestock. British Guiana is rich in gold and 
manganese ore and mica deposits have also been found. 
Capital, Georgetown. 

British Honduras. Area, 8,598 square miles. Noted 
for mahogany and logwood production, also bananas, coffee, 
cocoa, etc. Capital, Belize. 

Falkland Islands. East and West Falkland (about 
5,300 square miles), and about one hundred small islands; 
total area, 6,500 square miles. Also dependencies of South 
Georgia (estimated 1,000 square miles), South Shetlands, 
South Orkneys, Sandwich group, and Graham Land (Ant- 
arctic). Principal products are whale and whale produce. 
Chief industries, sheep farming and horse breeding. 
Capital, Port Stanley. 

Jamaica. Area, 4,207 square miles, with Turks and 
Caicos Islands (170 square miles), Cayman Islands (89 
square miles), Morant Cays, and Pedro Cays. Principal 
products, sugar, bananas, rum, cocoanuts, logwood, coffee, 
and cocoa. Chief industry in Turks’ Islands, is salt 
raking; in Caymans, cocoanut planting. Principal Towns: 
Kingston, capital; Spanish Town, Port Antonio. 

Leeward Islands comprise five presidencies, as follows: 
Antigua (170 square miles), with Barbuda and Redonda. 
Produce sugar, cotton, and pineapples. Capital, St. John. 
St. Kitts (68 square miles) and Nevis (50 square miles), 
with Anguilla (35 square miles). Produce sugar, syrup, 
and cotton. Capital, Basseterre. Montserrat. Area about 
32 square miles. Chief products, cotton, lime juice, sugar. 
Chief town, Plymouth. Dominica, about 305 square miles; 
produces limes and lime products, cocoa, cocoanuts. Chief 
town, Roseau. British Virgin Islands, about 32 of the 
group are British, remainder belonging to U.S.A. British 
area, about 58 square miles. Principal islands: Tortola, 
Virgin Gorda, Anegada. Chief Industry, cotton; copper 
mine on Virgin Gorda. 

Newfoundland and Labrador, thelattera political depend- 
ency of the former, haveatotal area of 272,734 square miles. 
The chief occupation is fishing, dried cod being the leading 
commercial product, also cod-liver oil. There is a large 
paper-pulp industry and some mining of iron ore and 
copper. Principal Towns: St. Johns, the capital; Harbor 
Grace and Bonavista. 

Trinidad. (1,863 square miles), and Tobago (114 square 
miles). Principal products are cocoa, crude petroleum, 
asphalt from a large asphalt lake and coconuts. Capital, 
Port of Spain. 

Windward Islands consist of three colonies with depend- 
encies as follows: Grenada. Area about 133 square miles. 
Chief products, sugar, rum, cocoa, nutmegs and spices. 
Chief town, St. George. St. Vincent. Area, 150 square 
miles. Produces fine Sea Island cotton and arrowroot; 
also sugar, rum, cocoa, and spices. Capital, Kingstown. 
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St. Lucia. Area, 233 square miles. Exports: sugar, cocoa, 
lime juice, molasses, logwood, hides, and fuel. 


BRITISH DEPENDENCIES IN ASIA 


The Countries. Consists of Aden, Cyprus, Ceylon, So- 
kotra, Bahrein Islands, British Borneo, Hong Kong, Straits 
Settlements, Federated Malay States, Mesopotamia and 
India, with the Andaman, Nicobar, and Laccadive Islands 
and Burma, a major province of India. India, owing to 
its importance is described separately. 

Government. Aden and its dependencies (Perim, Lahej, 
Sokotra, and Kuria Muria Islands) are protectorates with 
political resident; Sokotra having a native sheikh. The 
Bahrein Islands have native sheikh under British protec- 
tion. British North Borneo is a protectorate with gov- 
ernor under administration of British North Borneo Com- 
pany. Brunei has a native sultan. Sarawak ig an inde- 
pendent state undef British protection with an English 
raja. British agent for North Borneo and Sarawak and 
high commissioner for Brunei is the governor of the 
Straits Settlements. Ceylon, Hong Kong and the Straits 
Settlements are crown colonies, with a governor and exec- 
utive and legislative councils. The Federated Malay 
States have native rulers with British high commissioner 
and residents; Johore has a sultan, assisted by British 
adviser and executive and legislative councils. Mesopo- 
tamia is an autonomous kingdom under British mandate. 
Palestine is governed by a high commissioner who appoints 
an advisory council composed of 4 Moslems, 3 Christians, 
and 3 Jews. 

Aden and Red Sea Territories. Aden. Area of Sottle- 
ment and Protectorate about 9,000 square miles; town, 75 
square miles; Perim Island, 5 square miles. Fortified coal- 
ing station; transhipment trade with adjacent coasts. 
Sokotra. Area, 1,400 square miles. Industries, pastoral. 
Capital, Tamareed. Kuria Muria Islands. Area, 29 
square miles. Contain guano deposits, 

Bahrein Islands. Bahrein Island is 27 miles long by 10 
miles broad. Muharrak is 4 miles long by about. half a 
mile wide. Pearl fishing important. 

British North Borneo. Area, 31,106 square miles. Chief 
products, timber, rubber, tobacco, rice, sago, spices, cocoa- 
nuts, camphor. Principal Towns: Sandakan, Kudat, 
Tawao. 

Ceylon. Area, 25,481 square miles. Ceylon produces 
about one-sixth of the world’s tea. Principal grain is rice. 
Other productsinclude cocoanuts, coffee, cinnamon, vanilla, 
areca-nut, tobacco. Forests yield ebony and. satinwood. 
Pearl-fishery in the Gulf of Manar. There are about 700 
miles of railways. Principal Towns: Colombo, the capital; 
Jaffna, Point de Galle, Kandy, Trincomali, a naval station. 

Cyprus. The third largest island in the Mediterranean, 
40 miles from the coast of Asia Minor. Area, 3,584 square 
miles. Administered by a high commissioner and an 
executive council. Cyprus is mainly agricultural. The 
chief products are wheat, barley, vetches, olives. Sponge 
fisheries are carried on and marble is found in abundance. 
The chief exports are animals, lemons and oranges, pome- 
granates, raisins and wine. Principal Towns: Nicosia, the 
capital; Larnaka and Limasol. 

Federated Malay States. Arca, 27,506 square wiles. 
Exports, rubber, copra, tin and tin ore, metals, timber. 

Hong Kong. Area of island 32 square miles; with 
Kowloon and New Territories about 391 square miles; capi-

tal, Victoria. Chief industries: sugar refining, shipbuild- 
ing and repairing, ropemaking, tin refining, manufacture 
of tobacco and cement, and deep-sea fishing. Large trade 
in sugar, flour, rice, cotton, silk, leather, wolframite, iron 
and steel goods, tea, oils, matches, ete. 

Mesopotamia (Irak). Anindependent kingdom between 
the rivers Tigris and Euphrates, allied by treaty to 
Great Britain. The area is 143,250 square miles. Itisa 
land of greatest potentialities, owing to its oil wells and its 
rich soil, which is being developed by means of irrigation. 
Principal Towns: Bagdad, the capital and Basra, the 
seaport at the head of the Persian Gulf. 

Palestine. This British mandate has the object to’ pro- 
vide for the establishment of the Jewish National Home, 
without prejudicing the rights of the non-Jewish communi- 
ties in Palestine. The area is about 9,000 square miles and 
includes only that part of Palestine which lies west of the 
Jordan. It is mainly an agricultural country, the principal 
products being raisins, wine, olives, oranges and some to- 
bacco. Principal Towns: Jerusalem the Holy City of Jews, 
Moslems and Christians alike, and Yafa, the chief seaport. 

Sarawak. Area about 42,000 square miles; capital, 
Kuching. Large deposits of coal, gold, silver, antimony, 
mercury; oil-fields also being developed. 

Straits Settlements. Consist of Singapore Island with 
small islands adjoining at southeast point of peninsula; 
Penang Island off northwest coast; Wellesley Province on 
northwest mainland; the Dindings, including island of 
Pangkor and a strip on the mainland, on west; Malacca 
on southwest coast. Also Cocos or Keeling Islands, about 
700 miles southwest of Sumatra, Christmas I: sland, 200 miles 
east of Cocos Islands and Labuan Island, about 43 miles 
from Brunei, North Borneo. Total area, 1,600 square 
miles. Zzports include tin, rubber, gums, spices, copra, 
rattans, sago, gambier, tapioca, preserved pineapples, 
phosphates of lime. Singapore is chief town and seat of 
government for Straits Settlements and one of the great- 
est ports in the world. 


BRITISH DEPENDENCIES IN 
OCEANIA 


The Countries. Australian Commonwealth (with Tas- 
mania), New Zealand and Pacific Islands. Last only dealt 
with here. Roughly grouped as Melanesia, Micronesia and 
Polynesia, they consist of colonies, protectorates and Aus- 
tralian territories, formerly German, with the New Hebri- 
des and Nauru. Total estimated area of the islands dis- 
cussed here about 208,000 square miles. 

Government. British high commissioner for Western 
Pacific has jurisdiction over the islands, except those as- 
signed by League of Nations to Australia and New Zealand. 
Papua has a legislative council, partly nominated by 
governor-general of Australia; New Guinea is adminis- 
tered under Commonwealth laws, as are Papuan Islands. 
Fiji has governor and legislative council partly elected. 
Tonga has legislative council on similar lines, but financial 
affairs are supervised by high commissioner, British 
policy, as in other parts of the Empire, is to encourage 
native administration. 

Fiji. Crown colony of about 250 islands, 80 inhabited, 
including Viti Levu (area, 4,053 square miles), Vanua Levu 
(area, 2,130 square miles), Rotuma. Chief products: sugar, 
molasses, copra, rubber, bread-fruit, plantains, bananas, 
Capital, Suva.

Nauru or Pleasant Island. Formerly German, now ad- 
ministered by Great Britain, Australia, and New Zealand. 
Small coral island; has valuable deposits of phosphates. 

New Britain Archipelago. Formerly Bismarck Archi- 
pelago, assigned to Australia. Native industry; cocoanut 
growing. Total area-of islands, about 18,200 square miles. 
_ New Hebrides. Under joint British and French admin- 
istration. Area, 5,500 square miles. Chief products: 
copra, maize, cotton, coffee. 

Papua (British New Guinea). Australian territory, 
consists of southeast portion of New Guinea with 
D’ Entrecasteaux and Louisiade groups. Area, 90,540 
square miles. Industries: gold and copper mining, pearl- 
fishing, rubber, cocoanut, sisal-hemp. Trading center: 
Port Moresby. Northeast portion of New Guinea, form- 
erly Kaiser Wilhelm’s Land, is also Australian territory. 
Area, 70,000 square miles. Chief products; cocoanut, rub- 
ber, yams, bananas. 

Phoenix Islands. Group of eight small islands. Area, 
16 square miles. 

Pitcairn Island (Colony). Area, 2 square miles. Chief 
products: sugar-cane, sweet potatoes, yams, pineapples, 
bananas, arrowroot and coffee. 

Solomon Islands. British Protectorate includes Gua- 
dalcanar, Malayta, San Cristoval, New Georgia, Choiseul, 

Ysadel, and Lord Howe. Santa Cruz group were added in 
1899. Bougainville, area 3,500 square miles. Buka Island,, 
area 300 square miles; formerly German, assigned to Aus- 
tralia. Totalarea about 11,000square miles. Chief prod- 
ucts: cocoanuts, rubber, pineapples, bananas. 

Tonga or Friendly Islands (Protectorate). Area 385 
square miles. Products: copra, kava, green fruit, fungus, 
candlenuts. 

Other Islands. Gilbert Islands (Colony), area 166 square 
miles, produce phosphates, cocoanuts, and pandanus fruit. 
Ellice or Lagoon group, area 14 square miles. Union or 
Tokelau group, area 7 square miles. Fanning Island, area 
15 square miles. Washington Island, area, 6 square 
miles. Christmas Island, which has valuable phosphate 
deposits, annexed 1919. Area, about 56 square miles. 


BULGARIA 


The Country. A Balkan state covering an area of about 
40,656 square miles. The country is hilly and well 
watered by numerous streams of which the Isker, Struma 
and Maritza are the most important. 

Government. Bulgaria is a constitutional monarchy. 
The legislative authority is vested in a single chamber 
called the Sobranye or national assembly. The members 
of it are elected by universal suffrage. For local adminis- 
tration the country is divided into a number of depart- 
ments, each under a prefect assisted by a departmental 
council and aided by several sub-prefects. 

Commerce and Industry. About five-sevenths of the 
population are engaged in agriculture. Methods of 
cultivation are primitive; machinery is being gradually 
introduced. Iron is found in large quantities and the 
other chief mineral deposits are gold, silver, lead, man- 
ganese and copper. Chief manufactures are flour, woolen 
goods and cotton. Wheat and live stock are the principal 
exports of the country. The chief imports are metal goods, 
machinery, kerosene, textiles and provisions. The metric 
system is in general use. : 


Communications. There are about 1,500 miles of rail- 
way in operation in the country of which about 200 are 
narrow gauge. There are about 3,500 miles of telegraph 
and about 1,500 miles of telephone lines. 

Principal Towns. Sofia, the capital; Philippopolis 
(Plovdiv), Rustchuk, Varna, Shumla, Slivno and Plevna 
(Pleven). f 


CANADA 


The Country. The Dominion of Canada consists of 
Ontario and Quebec, with the maritime provinces of Nova 
Scotia, New Brunswick, Prince Edward Island, the three 
prairie provinces of Manitoba Saskatchewan, Alberta, 
and British Columbia, Yukon and North-West Territories. 
Total area, 3,619,665 square miles (water area about 
126,000 square miles). 

Government. Executive authority vested in governor- 
general, appointed by the British crown, and executive 
council; legislative power in federal parliament; gover- 
nor-general has power of veto, but appeal lies to privy — 
council. Senate of 104 life members may be nominated 
by governor-general; present number, 96. House of — 
commons with 235 members, to be increased to 244, 
elected for five years. Women have vote except in Que- 
bec. Nine provinces have local legislatures, and control of 
administration under lieutenant-governor. Territory of 
Yukon under chief executive officer and elective council. 
North West Territories administered by commissioner and 
nominated council. 

Commerce and Industry. Staple industry, agriculture; 
great wheat belt in prairie provinces; 55,000,000 acres under 
field crops. Area of land covered by timber between 
500,000,000 and 600,000,000 acres. Pulp and paper pro- 
duction important. Mineral products include gold, 
silver, nickel, copper, cobalt, chromite, iron, zinc, lead, 
coal, asbestos, petroleum. Among the producing mines 
are the great nickel-copper mines of Sudbury, the chief 
source of the nickel supply of the world; the silver mines of 
Cobalt, perhaps the richest silver-bearing area of the world; 
the gold mines of Porcupine, which comprise three of the 
greatest gold mines of the world; together with important 
mica, feldspar and tale mines, in Ontario; the asbestos 
mines of Quebec, the source of most of the asbestos of the 
world; the coal mines of Nova Scotia and Alberta, and the 
coal, copper, lead and gold mines of British Columbia. 
Canada is the principal fur-bearing country. Other in- 
dustries include fish, chiefly salmon and lobster, and 
canneries, fruit, wool, tobacco, maple-sugar, and agri- 
cultural implements. 

Communications. Over 2,700 miles of canal, river, and 
lake navigation. Eight rivers over 1,000 miles in length, 
including Mackenzie, St. Lawrence, Nelson, and Saskat- 
chewan. Railway mileage totals about 40,000 miles, half 
of which ig operated by the Dominion government. 

Principal Towns. Ottawa, the capital; Montreal, 
Toronto, Winnipeg, Vancouver, Hamilton, Quebec, Cal- 
gary, Halifax, Edmonton, St. John, London, Victoria. 


CHILE 


The Country. The republic of Chile oecupying the 
western coast of South America from 18° south altitude to 
Cape Horn, has an area of 289,829 square miles. The 
average width from east to west is only ninety miles and 
the length of the coastline is 2,625 miles, For about two- 
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thirds of its total length, the Andean chain borders Chilean 
territory. In Tierra del Fuego the loftiest peaks barely 
reach 7,000 ft., but the heights generally increase north- 
wards up to Aconcagua, which exceeds 23,000 ft., the 
highest peak of the whole continent, 

Government. Chile consists of twenty-three provinces 
and one territory. The administration is highly central- 
ized, the! ocal authorities being controlled by the executive 
in the capital. The franchise, being confined to property- 
holders and those able to read and write, is possessed 
only by a small minority. The president appointed by 
electors, rules for five years. 

Commerce and Industry. The varieties of Chilean 
products correspond to the immense geographical range. 
Nitrates, iodine, copper, iron, silver, gold, borax and lead 
from the northern provinces; coal, wheat, fruit, wine and 
pastoral products from central Chile; timber from the 
southern forests; meat and wool from the pastures north 
and south of Strait of Magellan. The chief exports are 
minerals and pastoral products. The metric system of 
weights and measures is obligatory. 

Communications. There are in Chile 22,000 miles of 
public road, 850 miles of navigable river and 497 miles 
of navigable lakes. The Longitudinal Railway of Chile, 
traversing the republic from north to south over 
a distance of 2,854 miles, is a government-owned line, 
embracing with the Arica to La Paz Railway (271 miles) 
an extent of 3,125 miles. There are also 2,270 miles of 
privately owned lines, making a total of 5,395 miles, 

Principal Towns. Santiago, the capital; Valparaiso, 
the principal port; Concepcion, Antofagasta, Iquique, 
Talca and Chillan. 


CHINA 


The Country. The Chinese Republic comprises the 
eighteen provinces of China proper, and the provinces of 
Manchuria, Mongolia, Sinkiang and Tibet. The total 
area of the republic is estimated at 4,277,170 square miles, 
China proper is a coastal plain formed by the alluvial val- 
leys of the Hoang, Yangtze and lesser rivers, Manchuria 
has a similar character, but is separated from Chosen 
(Korea) and the coast by mountains. Western China and 
Tibet are a mass of very high mountains containing the 
sources of all the great rivers of southern Asia. 

Government. The government is composed of a presi- 
dent, a-vice-president and a bi-cameral legislature assem- 
bling at Peking and consisting of a senate (san Yi Yuan) 
of 264 members and a house of representatives (Chung Yi 
Yuan) of 596 members. Executive authority is provision- 
ally vested in a premier nominated by the president and a 
cabinet of nine ministers nominated by the premier. All 
appointments require the sanction of both houses of par- 
liament. The qualification for electors is based on prop- 
erty, education or previous official rank, 

ommerce and Industry. Silk is one of the most impor- 
tant of Chineso industries and exports. Another famous 
industry which originated in China is the manufacture of 
porcelain. The typical native industries still flourishing 
are lacquer-ware and enamel and cloisonne. ‘Tientsin hag 
a reputation for its carpets and rugs. Fireworks, mats 
and matting and palm-leaf fans are manufactured. In- 
dustries on a large scale are carried on at the open ports; 
cotton-spinning and weaving at Shanghai, sugar-refining at 
Canton, iron and steel works at Hanyang, docks, ship- 
building and engineering works at Shanghai and Han-kau. 


Next to India, China is the largest rice producing country in 
the world. Home requirements prevent the exports from 
being very large. Wheat, cotton, corn and tea are being cul- 
tivated on alarge scale and the only food material exported 
from China on a large scale is the soya-bean and its prod- 
ucts. In cotton growing, China occupies third placein the 
world’s countries. China possesses abundance of coal, in- 
cluding ample quantities of coal suitable for coking, which 
are found in the vicinity of iron ore deposits. Iron ore ig 
not so plentiful as coal, but although geological research in 
Chinais stillinitsinfancy, many deposits of high-grade ore 
have been located capable of yielding several hundred 
million tons. China also possesses an abundance of anti- 
mony, zinc and lead ores, : quicksilver, copper, silver and 
wolfram ores. 

Communications. China has some 8,000 miles of rail- 
ways open including the foreign system on Chinese terri- 
tory but much of the internal trade is carried on by means 
of the numerous canals and navigable rivers. 

Principal Towns. Peking, the capital; Han-kau, Shang- 
hai, Canton. 


COLOMBIA 


The Country. The republic of Colombia occupies the 
northwestern region of South America. Alone among the 
South American republics, Colombia has a coastline upon 
both oceans, its northern shores being washed by the Car- 
ibbean Sea, its western shores by the Pacific Ocean. The 
country lies wholly within the tropics, the equatorial line 
traversing its southern region. The area is estimated at 
about 440,846 square miles. The dominating feature of 
whole country is the gigantic mountain-system of the 

ndes. 

Government. The president, elected by direct popular 
vote for a term of four years, possesses large centralised 
power, particularly through the exercise of official patron- 
age. The senators are elected for four years and the 
deputies for two years. 

Commerce and Industry. Only a small section of the 
country is under cultivation. Coffee is the staple product. 
Tobacco is also grown; cotton, cocoa, sugar, vegetable 
ivory, tagua (or vegetableivory nut) and dyewoods are pro- 
duced, besides wheat, corn, plantains, etc. Banana cul- 
tivationisincreasing rapidly. The rubber tree grows wild, 
and its cultivation has begun. Tolu balsam ig cultivated 
and copaiba trees are tapped but are not cultivated, Dye 
and cedar woods are abundant on the Magdalena river but 
little or no wood of any sortis exported. The Panama hat 
industry is making great strides. Colombia igrich in min- 
erals, and goldis found in all parts. Other minerals, more 
or less worked, are copper, lead, mercury, cinnabar, manga- 
nese, emeralds and platinum. Nearly all the emeralds 
mined to-day come from Colombia. The iron works north- 
east of Bogota are important; in theimmediate neighbor- 
hood of the works are coal, iron, limestone, sand, manga- 
nese and fireclay deposits. The salt mines north of Bogota 
are a government monopoly and a great source of revenue, 
supplying most of theinterior departments. In several sec- 
tions there are extensive deposits of coal and oil. The met- 
ric system of weights and measures is used. 

Communications. Colombia cannot be said to possess a 
railroad system. The few railroadsare detached lines unit- 
ing important towns to sea or river. The total length of 
the railroad systems is about one thousand miles, The 
main ebannel of communication to the interior is the Mag 
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dalena river, whose mouth is blocked by animpassable bar. 

Principal Towns. Bogota, the capital, at an elevation 
of 8,600 feet above the sea; Medellin, Barranquilla, Car- 
tagena an important mining center; Manizales and Bucara- 
~ manga, center of coffee production. 


COSTA RICA 


The Country. A Central American republic with an 
area of 23,000 square miles. Costa Rica is traversed from 
northwest to southeast by a chain of mountains (cordillera). 
The slopes of the mountains are heavily forested, much of 
the timber consisting of mahogany and other valuable 
cabinet woods. 

Government. Legislative power is vested in the con- 
gress, a chamber of 43 deputies, elected by universal suff- 
rage. The president is elected for six years. 

Commerce and Industry. The principal industry is 
agriculture; coffee and bananas are exported in large 
quantities, as rosewood, cedar and mahogany; horses, 
pigs, sheep, and goats are raised in considerable numbers. 
Gold and silver are mined; and there are deposits of 
manganese. The metric system isin general use. 

Communications. The country has about five hundred 
miles of railway including one through transcontinental 
railroad. At Limon there are excellent termina! facilities, 
with wharves so equipped with track facilities that loading 
and unloading can be carried on directly from the ear to the 
vessel. At Puntarenas on the Pacific Ocean, the harbor 
has only fifteen feet of water at low tide, necessitating the 
handling of cargo by lighters. There are sixteen navigable 
rivers in the republic, the most important being the San 
Juan River and its tributaries, which are largely utilized for 
the transportation of the natural products. There are fif- 
teen hundred miles of telephone lines in operation. 

Principal Towns. San Jose, the capital; Cartago, Here- 
dia, Limon, Puntarenas and Alajuela. 


CUBA 


The Country. Cuba, the largest and westernmost of the 
West India Islands, has an area of 44,215 square miles, its 
maximum length east to west is 730 miles and its width 
varies from 20 to 100 miles, its coast line being about 2,000 
miles. It is generally mountainous, though considerable 
flatlands and marshy depressions extend along the south 
coast. 

Government. Republic, modelled after thesystem of the 
United States, with a president, vice-president, senate and 
a house of representatives. The government of Cuba can- 
not make a treaty with any foreign government endangering 
its independence, and the United States has the right of 
intervention and the use of naval stations. 

Commerce and Industry. The foremost crops are to- 
bacco and cane sugar, the former producing the finest leaf 
for cigarsin the world. Other products are coffee, cacao, 
cereals, potatoes, market: vegetables and fruits, bananas, 
guavas, oranges, grapes, etc. Cattle-raising in the central 
and eastern districts is an ancient and extensive industry. 
The exports, largely to the United States, are sugar, leaf 
tobacco, cigars, iron ore, cattle products, forest products, 
and fruit. The imports, also largely from the United 
States, are meat products, iron and steel manufactures, 
wheat, lumber and timber products, coal and coke. Cop- 
per, iron and manganese mines are worked in the east, 
and limestone, clays, and asphalt occur in useful quantities. 
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Extensive forest lands yield mahogany, cedar and other 


_ valuable cabinet woods, dyewoods, gums, resins and other 


tropical forest products. Metric system of weights and 
measures. 

Communications. Cuba has about 2,600 miles of steam 
railways and 250 miles of electric railways. Through 
trains run daily between Havana and\Santiago and many 
branch lines from this main trunk connect the principal 
ports on both the north and south coasts with the interior. 
The railway system is being supplemented by an elaborate 
system of highways. 

Principal Towns. Havana, the capital; Camaguey, 
Cienfuegos, Santiago, Guantanamo, Santa Clara, Matan- 
zas, Manzanillo, Pinar del Rio, Sancti Spiritus, Trinidad 
and Cardenas. Coaling stations at Guantanamo Bay and 
Bahia Honda were leased to the United States, 


CZECHO-SLOVAKTA 


The Country. A land-locked state comprising the for- 
mer Austrian states of Bohemia, Moravia and a part of 
Silesia, together with the former Hungarian districts of 
Slovakia and the semi-autonomous Carpatho-Russia or 
Ruthenia, with an area of 54,264 square miles and 
about 700 miles in length from east to west. Itincludes 
on the west the plateau of Bohemia and on the east the 
southern slopes of the Carpathians as far as the Danube 
and the Theiss. The rivers are, with two exceptions, the 
relatively useless upper courses, t.e. of the Elbe, Oder, Vis- 
tula, etc. The exceptions are the Moldau (Vitava), which 
is entirely Bohemian and fragments of the course of the 
Danube on the south of Slovakia. 

Government. The Nationa] parliament, which consti- 
tutes the only legislative body for the whole of the republic, 
is composed of a chamber of deputies elected by universal 
franchise without distinction of sex,for a period of six years 
and containing 300 members, and of a senate comprising 
150 members to be renewed every eight years. The two 
chambers in joint congress elect the president of the republic 
for seven years. The constitution safeguards racial min- 
orities to whom it assures the maintenance of their schools. 

Commerce and Industry. The principal products of the 
mines are coal, lignite, iron, gold, silver, and graphite. 
Manufactured products include textiles, shoes, gloves, 
glass, porcelain, sugar, metal goods, foodstuffs, toys, etc. 
Agriculture is highly developed and intensive farming is 
carried on. The beet-root is the foundation of an enor- 
mous sugar industry. Large quantities of fruit are ex- 
ported. Forestscomprise thirty-two per cent. of the whole 
area, the country ranking among the mostrichly wooded of 
Europe. Only metric weights and measures are used. 

Communications. There are about 8,300 miles of rail- 
ways, over half of which are owned by the government. 
There is no important continuous railway route from east 
to west; the majority of important lines simply cross the 
republic to connect German cities and ports with Vienna 
or Budapest. Traffic on the internationalized Danube is 
constantly increasing and the government is doing allin 
its power to develop the Danubeports. The Elbe and Oder 
are also internationalized and the Peace Treaty vested 
Czecho-Slovakia with the right to use certain terminal fa- 
cilitiesin the German ports of Hamburg and Stettin. 

Principal Towns. Prague (Praha), the ee. Bruna 
(Brno), Pilsen (Plzen), Pressburg (Bratislava). 


DANZIG 


Danzig, constituted as a Free City (“Freistaat’”’) by the 
Treaty of Versailles and under the protection of the League 
of Nations, stands on the delta of the Vistula. The terri- 
tory included within the administration of the city has an 
area of about 794 square miles and contains 325 localities. 
About three thousand steamships use the port annually. 
Sugar is next in importance to grain, and lumber ranks 
third as the commodities shipped through Danzig. The 
City is in fiscal union with Poland and under Polish suz- 
erainty as regards foreign affairs, but German currency is 
used. Weights and measures are of the metric system. 


DENMARK 


The Country. Denmark occupies a peninsula and nu- 
merous islands between the North and Baltic Seas and its 
area, including the islands in the Baltic and Faroe Islands 
is 16,609 square miles. The highest elevation is the Him- 
melbjurgin Jutland, which is only 560 feet high, 

Government. Constitutional monarchy. The Rigsdag 
or diet embraces two houses, the Folketing or lower house, 
and the Landsting or senate. The Folketing, which con- 
sists of 140 members, is elected by universal suffrage (male 
and female) for a term of four years. The seats allotted 
to Copenhagen are filled by proportional representation, 
the remainder, including the Faroe Islands, by simple ma- 
jority, but a certain number of seats are held by non-elected 
candidates who have received the largest minority votes 
and whose parties are not proportionately represented. The 
Statsraadet or cabinet consists of twelve ministers who are 
- individually and collectively responsible to the Folketing. 

Commerce and Industry, The principal industries of the 
country have to do with agricultural pursuits. Beet-root, 
potatoes, barley, wheat, rye, oats and other cereals con- 
stitute the chief agricultural products of the country. The 
live stock and dairying industries, the manufacture of mar- 
garine and the fisheries areimportant. The principal im- 
ports of Denmark are: oil cake and meal, iron, steel, lum- 
ber, coal, hardware and machinery, fertilizers, paper, 
wheat, flour and cotton. 

Communications. In the kingdom, 2,635 miles of rail- 
way are open for traffic, half of which belong to the state. 

Principal Towns. Copenhagen, the capital and great 
clearing house for all of Scandinavia; Aarhus, Odense. 
Aalborg, Horsens and Randers. 

Colonies. Greenland is the only colonial possession of 
Denmark. The King of Denmark is also King of Iceland, 
which, however, is independent of Denmark. 


DOMINICAN REPUBLIC 


The Country. The Dominican Republic embraces the 
eastern and larger portion of the Island of Haiti. It hag 
an area of 19,332 square miles. Mt. Tina (9,420 ft.) is 
the highest peak in the island and in the West Indies. 

Government. The Dominican Republic is nominally 
governed by a president elected for six years, and a national 
congress, consisting of a senate and a chamber of deputies, 
elected forfour years. Thissystem of government obtained 
until 1916, when the United States set up a government 
with naval officers at the heads of all departments. In 
October, 1922, plans for the withdrawal of the American 
Marines were completed in accordance with a proclama- 
tion of the military governor providing for ratification of 
the laws oi American administration in the island, the pro- 
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visional president to further the restoration of constitu- 
tional government through general elections, free from the 
intervention of military government. 

Commerce and Industry. The chief industry is agri- 
culture, the products being sugar, tobacco, cacao, coffee 
and cotton. There are large forested tracts throughout 
the country, yielding enormous quantities of cedar, mahog- 
any, satinwood and dye woods. Cattle-raising is exten- 
sively carried on and the minerals, although not exploited 
to any considerable extent, include gold, silver, platinum, 
quicksilver, coal, iron and rock salt. 

Communications. Roads are bad in the interior and 
transport is difficult; there are only 153 miles of railway in 
use. 

Principal Towns. Santo Domingo, the capital; Puerto 
Plata, chief north coast port, and Santiago. 


ECUADOR 


The Country. This South American republic is so 
named because the equatorial line runs through the coun- 
try. Its western shores, 500 miles in extent, are washed 
by the Pacific Ocean. Its area is approximately 116,000 
square miles including the Galapagos Islands, in the Pa- 
cific Ocean, 600 miles from Ecuador. It contains the 
volcanoes Chimborazo, Cotopaxi and others of great alti- 
tude. The most valuable and productive part of the 
country is the broad coastal plain. 

Government. The president is chosen by direct popular 
election for four years. The 32 senators and 48 deputies 
are elected upon a limited franchise which is withheld from 
illiterates, an arrangement which secures ascendency to 
the inhabitants of more or less white blood. 

Commerce and Industry. The staple products of Ecua- 
dor are cacao andivory nuts. Coffeeis grown and largely 
exported. Other products are rubber, tobacco and sugar. 
Weaving of Panama hats isa considerableindustry. Some 
goldis producedin the Andes. The legal system of weights 
and measures is metric. ; 

Communications. Roads of the country are mostly 
bridle roads only, and often impassable for half the year. 
A railway is open from Guayaquil to Quito, 280 miles. 
There are also a few short lines connecting important 
points. Various streams provide access from Guayaquil 
to a large part of the cacao-bearing region of the southern 
coastal strip. The lower reaches are navigated by river 
steamers, the upper waters by canoes and rafts. The Ma- 
ranon River is navigable in its entirety. 

Principal Towns. Quito, the capital; Guayaquil, chief 
port; Cuenca and Riobamba. 


EGYPT 


The Country. Area including the Libyan Desert, the 
region between the Nile and the Red Sea, and Sinai Pen- 
insula, about 350,000 square miles. The Libyan Desert 
is part of the extensive territory. 

Government. Independent sovereign state. Sultan 
Akmed Fuad Pasha, proclaimed king March 14, 1922, with 
cabinet and legislative assembly. The British govern- 
ment proclaimed Egypt a sovereign state, having no 
connection with the British Empire, and enjoying the same 
status as any other sovereign state in the world. The 
British reservations, announced coincident with the with- 
drawal of the protectorate were: The security of British 
imperial communication; the defense of Egypt against 
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attack; protection of foreign interests, and retention of 
Britain’s interests in the Sudan. 

Commerce and Industry. Chief industry: agriculture. 
The cultivable area is estimated at about 13,000 square 
miles. Grain, cotton and sugar are important products. 
Where, as in Lower Egypt, irrigation is perennial, two and 
sometimes: three crops are secured each year. The date 
palm is an important growth, and limes, bananas, melons, 
and olives are cultivated. Oil and tobacco are being ex- 
ploited, and building stones, clays, gypsum, gold, manga- 
nese ores, natron, phosphate of lime, salt, alum, magnesia, 
and others developed commercially. The leading exports 
are textiles and yarns, cereals and vegetables, and tobacco. 

Communications. The Nile is the great highway, and 
much travelling is done by boat. Exclusive of the Sudan 
military railway to Khartum, the state-owned railways 
have over 2,311 miles of track; private companies own over 
720 miles of light railways. Since 1918 there hag been 
direct railway communication between Cairo and Palestine. 
— of Suez Canal, including approach channels, is 103 

es. 

Principal Towns. Cairo, the capital; Alexandria, Port 
Said, and Ismailia, Tanta, Assiout, Damanhur, Medinet- 
el-Faiyum, Zagazig, El Minya, Suez and Damietta. 


ESTHONIA 


The Country. Esthonia comprises the former Russian 
province of Esthonia, the northern part of Livonia, the 
northwestern portion of the Pskof government and the 
Islands Osel (Ezel) and Dago in the Baltic Sea. Its area 
is 23,160 square miles. Except in the southeast which is 
hilly, the mainland lies low, much of which is swampy. 
There are many lakes and about half of Peipus Lake lies 
within it. 

Government. According to the constitution of the re- 
public, the sovereign power is assured to the people by 
means of the elections to the legislative assembly (Riigz- 
kogu, the state assembly), the referendum and the right of 
initiating legislation. The state assembly is composed of 
100 members elected for three years on the basis of pro- 
portional representation and by universal suffrage. The 
executive power consists of the state head (Riigiwanem, 
state elder), and ministers who form the government. 

Commerce and Industry. Agriculture is the chief occupa- 
tion of Esthonia. Flax is one of the principal products and 
the live stock industry is flourishing. Oil-shale in rich 
quality is plentiful. Principal exports are timber, meat, 
potatoes, flax, and paper. Manufactures include iron, 
steel, machinery, cotton, paper, wood pulp, and spirits. 
Principal imports are salt, coal, fertilizers and sugar. 
Metric weights and measures. 

Communications. Reval is an important port for the 
transit of Russian imports and exports. It is also the 
nearest winter port for Siberian produce. When Leningrad 
is closed by ice, most of that trade passes through 
Reval. 

Principal Towns. Reval (Tallinn), the capital; Dorpat 
(Yurief), the university town; Pernau, the port on the Gulf 
of Riga, and Ivangorod (Narva), manufacturing town, 
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FINLAND 


The Country. Finland comprises the former Grand- 
Duchy of Finland to which was added through treaty with 
the Soviet government of Russia, the territory of Petsamo, _ 
giving outlet to the Arctic Ocean. The Aland Islands 
were awarded to Finland by the League of Nations. The 
total area of Finland is 149,586 square miles. The coun- 
try consists of a great plateau, the southern half of which 
has about 25 per cent. of its area occupied by thousands 
of shallow lakes, many of them linked by short natural 
and artificial channels. 

Government. Republic. The president is elected for 
six years and the cabinet consists of twelve members, and 
the house of representatives chosen by direct and propor- 
tional election. The suffrage is possessed, with the usual 
exceptions, by every Finnish citizen (man or woman) who 
has reached his or her twenty-fourth year. Every citizen 
entitled to vote is eligible to the house of representatives, 
which is elected for three years. : 

Commerce and Industry. Agriculture is the chief occu- — 
pation of the people, although the cultivated area covers 
less than 9 per cent. of the land. A considerable part of 
the population along the coast gains its livelihood from 
fishing and considerable quantities of salt fish are exported 
to neighboring Baltic countries. Lumber is the main in- 
dustry and the principal basis of the general prosperity of 
the country. Butter is also being exported extensively. 
Manufactures are well developed, mainly by help of water 
power. They include engineering, machine and shipbuild- 
ing, pulp and paper making, cotton goods and tanning. 
Metric weights and measures are used. 

Communications. The southern half of the country is 
well served by railways which are linked with those of 
Russia and those of Sweden, total mileage being about 
2,700. Most of the railways are owned by the state. 
Numerous canals connect the lake districts in the interior 
with the coast. 

Principul Towns. Helsingfors, the capital; Tammerfors 
(Tampere), Abo (Turku), Viborg and Uleaborg. 


FIUME 


The Country. This Adriatic seaport was created an 
independent state by the Treaty of Rapallo (1920), be- 
tween Italy and the Kingdom of the Serbs, Croats, and 
Slovenes (Jugo-Slavia). It ceased to exist asa free state 
in January, 1924, when it passed under the sovereignty 
of Italy after direct negotiations with Jugo-Slavia. 


FRANCE 


The Country. France is a republic of western Europe 
with an area, including Corsica, of 212,659 square miles, 
The total length of the coastline is about 2,000 miles. The 
surface is diversified, but most of it is lowland, with a fow 
level plains. In the center is a triangular plateau called 
the Auvergne Mountains, with a height of something over 
3,000 feet. The Cevennes form the eastern edge of this 
plateau and from them to the Vosges, the tableland con- 
tinues. There is a mountainous area in Brittany, but the 
greatest heights are on the frontiers, the Jura separating 
France from Switzerland, the Pyrenees separating it from 
Spain, and the Alps separating it from Italy. The Ar- 
dennes in the northeast are less lofty. France has few 
lakes, but in the southwest, there are numerous lagoons. 
The Seine drains the north, the Loire and the Garonne the 
west, and the Rhone the east and south. 
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Government. France is governed by a president and a 
council of ministers who are responsible to a parliament of 
two houses called the national assembly. The president 
is elected by the assembly for seven years. He chooses 
the ministers, but his functions approximate rather to 
those of the English king than of the prime minister, 
although on ceremonial occasions he presides over meetings 
of the council of ministers. The ministers are the responsi- 
ble heads of the various departments and it is not neces- 
sary for them to be members of the assembly for they can 
attend and speak in either house when necessary. They 
are responsible to the parliament and also for all the acts 
of the president. Their responsibility is collective. Their 
head is the prime minister who presides over their ordinary 
deliberations. The senate, or upper house, consists of 
314 members. Of these 225 are chosen by indirect elec- 
tion, for nine years, one-third retiring every three years. 
The remaining 75 are chosen from among the other senators 
and sit for life. The senate sits in important cases as a 
high court of justice. The lower house or chamber of 
deputies, consists of persons directly elected by universal 
manhood suffrage. They are chosen for four years. 


Commerce and Industry. First among the industries of 
France are fine textile products and the French have a 
worldwide reputation for fine silks, fine linens, and fine 
cloths. Manufactured silk is by far the largest export and 
raw silk figures high up in the list. Wine, is of course, 
prominent, but much more is imported than exported. 
French coal mines, of which the most productive are in the 
north, do not yield sufficient for the manufacturers’ needs. 
The making of soap, cheese, and beet-sugar are important 
industries. The state maintains manufacturing and in- 
dustrial monopolies in tobacco and matches, Certain ex- 
plosives, but not dynamite or nitro-glycerine, are state 
products andtheartistic manufactures of Serves porcelain 
and Gobelin and Beauvais tapestriesarefamed for a higher 
quality than are the first-named monopolies. Iron ore, 
lead, zinc and silver are the chief mineral products. Fish- 
eries and oyster culture form a large item in the wealth of 
the coast population. Agriculture is distinguished by 
thoroughness of cultivation, the land being divided into a 


multitude of small holdings. Only metric weights and mea-, 


sures are legal. 


Communications. The total length of railways is about 
26,000 miles of which about 6,000 miles are operated by 
the state. The canals of France are a most valuable aux- 
iliary to the railways and are used regularly for transport- 
ing merchandise. There aro over 3,600 miles of them actu- 
ally navigated out of 3,620 miles in existence. French 
roadsareexcellent. Those of the first class, national roads, 
are looked after by the state. In the second class come the 
departmental roads, kept up by the local government au- 
thorities; and in the third class, district roads under the 
district councils. 

Principal Towns. Paris, the capital and metropolis; 
Marseille, the chief Mediterranean port; Lyon, a leading 
industrial and commercial center; Bordeaux, an import- 
ant port and coaling station on the Garonne River with a 
large export trade; Lille, center of important coal fields; 
Strasbourg, an important Rhine portin Alsace; Nantes, an 
important port on the Loire; Toulouse, a large manufac- 
turing and market town; St. Etienne, a mining and manu- 
facturing center; Nice, pleasure and health resort on the 
Riviera; Havre, an important port on the English Channel. 


Colonies, Mandates, and Dependencies. France has 
the second greatest colonial empire of the world. Its colo- 
nies, dependencies, protectorates and mandates in all 
parts of the world, from which it derives a great part of 
its wealth and power, cover a total area of about 5,000,000 
square miles. The French colonies and dependencies in 
Africa are: French Equatorial Africa with 982,049 sq. m.; 
French West Africa with 1,800,000 sq. m.; Madagascar with 
228,000 sq. m.; Mayotte with 790 sq. m.; Morocco with 
231,500 sq. m.; Reunion with 970 sq. m.; Sahara with 
1,544,000 sq. m.; Somali Coast with 5,790 sq. m.; French 
Togo with 31,000 sq. m.; Tunis with 50,000 sq. m.; French 
Cameroon with 160,000 sq. m.; and Algeria with 222,180 sq. 
m. which, however, has not the status of a colony, but is 
politically anintegral part of France proper. 

The Colonial possessions and mandates in Asia embrace 
Syria with an area of 106,700 sq. m.; Anam with 52,100 
sq. m.; Cambodia with 45,000 sq. m.; Cochin China with 
20,000 sq. m.; French India with 196 sq. m.; Kwang-chau- 
wan with 190 sq. m.; Laos with 98,000 sq. m.; and Tong- 
king with 46,400 sq. m. 

The insular possessions in America are represented by 
Guadeloupe with an area of 722 sq. m.; Guiana with an area 
of 32,000 sq. m.; Martinique with an area of 385 sq. m.; 
and St. Pierre and Miquelon with an area of 93 sq. m. 

The principal possessions in Oceania are New Caledonia 
with an area of 7,650 sq. m. and Tahiti and many other 
small islands with an area of 9,194 sq. m. 


GERMANY 

The Country. The largest state of Central Europe with 
an area of 183,381 square miles. The greater part of the 
country is flat. Throughout the northern districts, the 
plain is scarcely broken; in the south there are several 
systems of hills and regions of great beauty. On the Bava- 
arian border the highest point is 9,710 feet and there are 
many peaks between 4,000 and 8,000 feet. The rivers, in 
order of importance, are the Rhine, Elbe, Weser and Oder. 

Government. Republic. The president according to 
the constitution is elected by direct vote of all citizens and 
holds office for seven years. Though the head of the Ger- 
man State is not, like the American president, also the 
chief executive, that post being held by the chancellor, 
who, like the British and French premiers, gets his sup- 
port from a majority of the reichstag, he is the commander- 
in-chief of the military and naval forces, and can at will 
dissolve the reichstag. He can also refuse to approve laws 
passed by the reichstag and have them submitted to a 
popular referendum. The legislature of Germany (the 
reichstag) and of each of the constituent republics is elected 
on the proportional system by the universal, equal, direct 
and secret votes of all voters of both sexes. Declarations 
of war and peace must be by legal enactment. 

Commerce and Industry. About 90 per cent. of the 
area of Germany is agriculturally productive, the principal 
crops being wheat, rye, barley, oats, potatoes and beets. 
Forestry is an important industry, conducted by scientific 
methods under governmental supervision. Rye is the 
cereal chiefly grown. Potatoes are produced in enormous 
quantities and sugar beets also. Vines are oultivated in 
many parts and the wines have a world-wide fame. Coal, 
Iron, copper, zinc, lead and potash are mined. Textiles 
are largely manufactured in Saxony, Silesia and West- 
phalia. The chemical industry is of special importance. 
Metric weights and measures. 
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Communications. The total railway mileage is 38,000 
of which nearly four per cent is narrow-gauge. The lines 
are fairly evenly distributed in proportion to area, among 
the constituent states. Germany is well served by 
north and south waterways. The Rhine, Ems, Weser, 
Elbe and Oder form natural highways for water transport, 
all of which have been canalized to bring the inland areas 
into connection by barge with the North Sea and Baltic 
ports. From Magdeburg on the Elbe, a valuable system 
of east-west canals extends east to the Oder, near Frank- 
fort, and to the Vistula at Bromberg, Poland. The Kiel 
Canal carries as much traffic as the Rhine. The Oder has 
been canalized to Breslau. 

Principal Towns. Berlin, the capital and one of the great 
railway centers of Europe; Hamburg, chief of the German 
Hansa ports; Munich, capital of Bavaria, with the famous 
academy of arts; Leipzig, chief city in the publishing trade; 
Dresden, capital of Saxony, noted for its picture galleries; 
Cologne, an important river port and center of coal fields 
and textile areas of the north; Breslau, an important mar- 
ket town at the head of the barge traffic on the Oder; Frank- 
fort (on-the-Main), a financial center; Dusseldorf, the river 
port for the industrial area of the Westphalia coal fields; 
Nuremberg (Nurnberg), the chief railway center of Bavaria; 
Hanover, a market town and industrial center; Essen, with 


the Krupp works. 
GREECE 


The Country. Greece lies in the south of the Balkan - 


peninsula, with a very long coastline on the Aegean and 
Tonian Seas, and a large number of islands. The area of 
Greece is estimated at about 42,000 square miles. It is 
generally mountainous. The mountains, though not very 
high, divide the country into a number of small districts 
between which communication is difficult. It is the sea 
which links up the different regions of Greece. 

Government. A plebiscite held in April, 1924, deter- 
mined that the monarchy should be succeeded by a republic. 
There is only one legislative chamber, the Boule, to which 
each 16,000 inhabitants return onemember. The chamber 
must be in session for at least three months every year and 
cannot transact business unless one-third of its members 
are present, There is a council of state, but its functions 
are judicial, not legislative. z 

Commerce and Industry. The forests are gradually dis- 
appearing, there is little pasture land, and the area avail- 
able for cerealsissmall. Although wheat, corn, and barley 
are grown, the chief crop, especially in the west, is the cur- 
rant, with which Greece supplies the world. Olives, to- 
bacco, oranges, lemons, figs and nuts are important prod- 
ucts. Rice is grown near Saloniki. Ores of manganese, 
iron and emery are mined. 

Communications. There are only about 1,700 miles of 
railways open for traffic. All the lines are state-owned 
and state-controlled. There are good steamer services 
on the long coastline. 

Principal Towns. Athens, the capital and ancient city, 
now an important railway center; Saloniki, a great port 
near the mouth of the Vardar; Piraeus, the port of Athens 
and an important manufacturing center; Candia, chief 
town and former capital of Crete. 


GUATEMALA 


The Country. A Central American republic with a 
long coastline on the Pacific and a short coastline on the 


Caribbean Sea. It has a total area of 48,290 square miles. 
The surface is mountainous, except near the northeast 
coast where itislow-lying and marshy forestland. Several 
mountain ranges, mainly belonging to the Antillean sys- 
tem, traverse the country. The coastline is unbroken 
on the Pacific side and the only indentation on the Atlantic 
side is the Gulf of Amatique, an extension of the Gulf of 
Honduras. 

Government. The legislative power is vested in a 
national assembly, consisting of representatives (one for 
every 20,000 inhabitants) chosen by universal suffrage for 
four years and a council of state of 13 members partly 
elected by the national assembly, partly appointed by the 
president of the republic. The president is elected for 
six years. 

Commerce and Industry. The most important crops 
are coffee, plantains, bananas, corn, rice and potatoes. 
The cotton-growing industry is being developed. On the 
plateau horses, mules, cattle, sheep, goats, and pigs are 
reared in large numbers. Gold, silver, coal, lignite, man- 
ganese, copper, tin, lead, cinnabar, slate, alum, antimony, 
marble, alabaster, plumbago, asbestos, bitumen, porphyry, 
zinc and chalk are found, and opals and other precious 
stones also exist. The forests abound in valuable trees, 
producing mahogany, dyewoods, oak, pine and spruce 
wood. Metric weights and measures. 

Communications. There are about 500 miles of rail- 
ways. One trans-continental line and several minor lines 
are in operation. Most of the traffic is borne by mules. 

Principal Towns. New Guatemala, the capital; Quezal- 
tenango, an industrial center and Coban, center of a coffee 


district. 
HAITI 


The Country. The republic of Haiti, occupying the 
western portion of an island of the same name, has an 
area of 10,204 square miles. It is a land of mountains and 
valleys. The coast line is greatly indented on the west by 
the Gulf of Gonaive or Leogane. Several islands lying 
off the coast are subject to this republic. Torrid heat 
prevails on the lowlands but the climate is more equable 
in the higher regions. 

Government. The legislative power is vested in a 
chamber of deputies whose members are chosen for two 
years by direct vote, and in a senate of 15 members elected 
for 6 years, likewise by direct vote of the people. All 
citizens over 21 enjoy the franchise. The president is 
elected for four years by the two chambers in joint session, 
The United States maintains a protectorate over the re- 
public. 

Commerce and Industry. Nearly all the trade is with 
the United States. Logwood from the forests, excellent 
coffee, some cottonsand cocoa are exported. Most of the 
people depend on agriculture. Many minerals, gold, iron, 
copper, etc., are known to occur, but are little worked. 
Officially, metric weights and-measures have been adopted. 

Communications. Port au Prince is connected with 
Cap Haitien by a road 169 miles long and with Mirebalais 
and Las Cahobas by a road 33 miles long. A light railway 
has been constructed from Port au Prince to Lake Assuei 
(28 miles) but the traffic is small. 

Principal Towns. Port au Prince, the capital with a 
large shipping trade; Cap Haitien, with considerable 
export trade. 
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HEJAZ 

The kingdom of Hejaz was a creation of the World War. 
It was established in 1916 under a guarantee of indepen- 
dence from Great Britain in the event of successfulrebellion 
against Turkey. In 1924 Husein, king of the Hejaz, abdi- 
cated and his successor was driven from the country by 
Ibn Saud, the dominating power of central Arabia. In 
January 1926 Ibn Saud entered Jidda, capital at that time 
of the Hejaz, and was proclaimed king of Hejaz and Sultan 
of Nejd. The estimated area of Hejaz is 170,000 square 
miles. It has a frontage on the Red Sea of 700 miles. It 
owes its importance to the holy cities of Mekka and 
Medina. From the latter the Hejaz railway runs north to 


_ Damascus, 1,105 miles. 


HONDURAS 


The Country. A Central American republic with an 
area of 44,275 square miles. The surface is mainly 
mountainous, especially in the west and southeast, inter- 
spersed with elevated plateaus, plains and valleys. The 
coastal regions are low-lying and swampy. ‘The loftiest 

aks are found in the volcanic ranges on the Nicaraguan 

oundary, rising to nearly 10,000 feet. Most of the rivers 
are difficult of navigation. The Gulf of Fonseca on the 
south coast, contains numerous islands. 

Government. At the head of the government is the 
president, who, assisted by an executive council of five 
members, serves for four years. Legislative power is 
vested in a congress of deputies, also serving forfour years, 
who are elected at the ratio of one per 10,000 inhabitants. 

Commerce and Industry. Stock-raising is extensively 
engaged in. The chief agricultural product is bananas. 
Lemons, oranges, corn, rice, tobacco and coffee are also 
produced. The mineralsinclude gold, silver, lead and cop- 
per, but the mining industry has not yet been extensively 
developed. Metric weights and measures. 

Communications. There are about 500 miles of railways 
on the north coast. In general, travelling and transport 
are accomplished by means of mules and ox-carts, but 
the number of automobiles for mail service is increasing. 
Boats of 20 feet draft ply on the UluaRiver. The govern- 
ment owns and operates the telephone and telegraph lines. 

Principal Towns. Tegucigalpa, the capital and mining 
center; La Esperanza and Santa Rosa. 


HUNGARY 


The Country. Hungary is one of the states of Europe 
formed out of the old Austro-Hungarian Empire. It has 
an area of 35,654 square miles. It is almost entirely 
lowland. The shallow Lake Balaton is fed by springs, 
has brackish waters, and drains into the Danube. 

Government. The titular head of Hungary is styled 
officially Protector of the Magyar State or regent; the 
state is to be regarded as a monarchy and tho word royal is 
officially retained. 

Commerce and Industry. The cultivation of the soil 
is the chief industry of Hungary. Except for lignite, 
there are no minerals and there are none but local industries. 
The Magyars still retain the bulk of the agricultural land, 
the products of which made Hungary the chief granary of 
the old dual empire. Corn and wheat are the chief cereals, 
although barley and oats are grown. Horses are reared in 
large numbers, and great efforts have been made to improve 
the breeds of cattle. Metric weights and measures. 

Communications. Hungarian railways radiate from 
Budapest, the total mileage being 4,372. 
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Principal Towns. Budapest, the capital and great 
railway center; Szegedin, important trading center; 
Debreczin, chief city of the northeast; Kecskemet, an 
important agricultural and cattle market; Hodmezo- 
Vasarhely, an agricultural center. 


ICELAND 


The Country. An island of the north Atlantio, with an 
area of about 39,709 square miles. Iceland is a great 
tableland averaging 2,000 feet above sea-level, of which 
alarge portion is covered with lava fields or with enormous 
glaciers. Of its whole area barely a quarter is habitable. 
The surface is dotted by over 100 volcanie peaks. There 
are many boiling springs, and the geysers are world famous. 

Government. The King of Denmark is also King of 
Iceland. It is however independent of Denmark which is 
represented by a minister at Reykjavik. Denmark also 
takes charge of the foreign affairs of Iceland. The legis- 
lative body is the Althing, composed of a senate of 14 
and a house of representatives of 26 members. 

Commerce and Industry. Apart from sheep and cattle- 
raising, the principal industry is fishing. Herring abound, 
but the chief wealth of Icelandic waters consists of cod. 


_ Finbacked whales are hunted by the Icelanders and seals 


are numerous. Large quantities of eider-down and feath- 
ers are exported annually. The only minerals are lignite, 
sulphur and Iceland spar. 
Communications. There are no railways in Iceland. 
Principal Town. Reykjavik, the capital and largest city. 


INDIA 


The Country. The term British India includes the 
districts subject to British law, the area of which is 1,093,- 
074 square miles. The Indian States or Agencies having 
political relations with the Indian Government have an 
area of 709,555 square miles,thus making the total area 
of India and Dependencies 1,802,629 square miles. The 
whole northern portion is mountainous, and includes 
the Himalayas, the loftiest mountains in the world, with 
Mt. Everest (29,002 ft.) and several others exceeding 
25,000 feet. An extension of the western coast uplands 
crosses central India and forms the western and eastern 
Ghats. The Malay peninsula is formed by mountain 
ranges with broad lowlands along the coast. 

Government. The sovereign of the United Kingdom 
is emperor of India. The chief authority is the secre 
of state for India, who is a member of the cabinet of the 
United Kingdom, and is responsible to parliament. He 
has a council composed of twelve members representing 
Indians. In political and secret matters he can act without 
them. In India the government is committed to the 
governor-general-in-council, who has also tho title of 
viceroy. He and the eight members of his council are 
appointed by the crown. The Indian legislature consists 
of a council of state and a legislative assembly, the majority 
of the members of both being directly elected by various 
constituencies such as the Mahomedans, Sikhs and 
Europeans. Hach house also has appointed members in 
order that government may be directly represented, but 
some of these have to be non-officials. Each of the large 
provinces, except Burma, is governed by a governor who 
is advised by a council, while ministers look after the de- 
partments of state. Burma is under a lieutenant-governor. 
In each province there is also a legislative council,

_ Commerce and Industry. Minerals of every sort occur 
in the mountains, and coal is abundant in east central 
parts. The aggregate output of gold is very great and 
constantly increasing, while the gem mines of Burma 
yield the greater part of the world’s supply of rubies and 
similar precious stones. The tin and oil of upper Burma, 
and lead and copper in the Himalayas, are also important. 
The most valuable forest productis teak. Several breeds 
of cattle have been domesticated from wild stock. The 
fisheries supply a notable proportion of the food of the 
common people. Five sevenths of the people are engaged 
in agricultural pursuits, and irrigation is extensively 
developed. Rice, corn, wheat, millet and sugar cane, 
are the chief food-crops; of these rice and wheat are 
exported. Cotton, jute, opium, tea, tobacco, indigo and 
oil-yielding seeds are also grown for export. Cattle are 
largely raised in the northwest, whence hides form a valua- 
ble item of export; camels, asses and horses in the north- 
western plains, and sheep, goats and yaks among the 
northern mountains. The manufactures are mainly 
yarns and cheap cottons, silks, largely from tussar (wild 
silk), cocoons, sugar, paper, rugs and blankets. Ship- 
building is extensively carried on. India imports manu- 
factured articles, chief of which are cotton goods, metals, 
sugar, silk, woolen goods, machinery, railway equipment 
and oils. 

Communications. There are about 40,000 miles of 
railways open. There are good metalled roads over most 
of India. Inland steam navigation is well established on 
the lower courses of the main rivers. 

Principal Towns. Calcutta, the principal port of the 
east coast; Madras, the great cotton manufacturing and 
shipping port of the south; Bombay, the principal financial 
center; Delhi, the capital; Karachi, the port of the western 
region There are twenty-five other towns exceeding 
100,000 inhabitants, and fifty-two more with over 50,000 
inhabitants each. Important towns, including several 
native capitals, are Hyderabad, Lucknow, Rangoon, the 
port of Burma, Benares, Lahore, Cawnpur, Agra, Ahmada- 
bad, Mandalay, the capital of Burma, Allahabad, Amritsar, 
Jaipur, Bangalore, Howrah, opposite Calcutta, Poona, 
Patna, Bareli (Bareilly), Nagpur, Srinagar, the capital of 
Kashmir, Surat, Meerut, Madura, Trichinopoli and Baroda. 


IRELAND, NORTHERN 


The Country. The present Ulster border was deter- 
mined by the Government of Ireland Act in 1920, which 
contemplated the division of Ireland between a nationalist 
south and a unionist north. For centuries Ireland had 
been geographically divided into four provinces, Ulster, 
Munster, Leinster and Connaught, of which the first is 
predominatingly unionist, and the remainder nationalist, 
the latter term being used to include Sinn Fein. But 
upon closer examination the framers of the act discovered 
that three of the counties of Ulster, namely, Donegal, 
Monaghan and Cavan, contained a population with a 
considerable majority of nationalists. These counties 
were therefore included in Southern Ireland, and the Ulster 
border became the lines circumscribing the remaining six 
counties of Ulster. Area of Northern Ireland 8,613 
square miles. 

Government. Under the Act of 1920 the government 
of the territory comprising the six counties of Down, 
Antrim, Londonderry, Armagh, Tyrone and Fermanagh 


is intrusted to a parliament “consisting of His Majesty, the 
senate of Northern Ireland, and the house of commons of 
Northern Ireland.” The powers of the parliament and 
government of Northern Ireland are wholly domestic. The 
ministry of commerce of Northern Ireland assists in the 
development of new markets and encouragement of export 
trade. So far as foreign policy and affairs are concerned 
Ulster remains essentially a part of the British ‘unit. 
Therefore her foreign credit remains on a par with that of 
Great Britain. Her representatives abroad are the 
British representatives.

TRISH FREE STATE 


The Country. For demarcation of territory see under 
Northern Ireland; for physical features see under British 
Isles. Area of Irish Free State 23,973 square miles. 

Government. The constitution of the Irish Free State 
gives the people those powers to govern themselves pos- 
sessed by the peoples of Canada, Australia, South Africa 
and New Zealand. Unlike the cases of these self-governing 
dominions, however, the constitution of the Swiss Republie 
rather than that of Great Britain was used as a model 
in framing the organization through which these powers 
are to be exercised. The British and dominion system of 
government by a cabinet composed exclusively of members 
of the dominant party in parliament is replaced by in- 
trusting the carrying out of the will of the elected majority 
to a federal council, in which only a minority of the mem- 
bers are drawn from the ranks of politicians. The similarity 
to the Swiss constitution extends also to an arrangement 
included. whereby legislation can be initiated by referen- 
dum. Article XI says: “The rights of the state in and to 
natural resources, the use of which is of national impor- 
tance, shall not be alienated. Their exploitation by private 
individuals or associations shall be permitted only under 
state supervision and in accordance with the conditions 
and regulations approved by legislation.’’” Another im- 
portant point is the immunity Ireland is to enjoy from 
embroilment in British quarrels. Article 48 provides 
that, save in case of actual invasion, the Irish Free State 
“shall not be committed to active participation in any 
war,” without the assent of the Free State parliament.

ITALY 


The Country. Italy consists of the Italic peninsula, 
the peninsula of Istria and the islands of Sicily and Sar- 
dinia. The area including the new territories added to the 
kingdom, comprises about 117,982 square miles. The 
Apennines, extending southward from the Alps, form the 
backbone of the peninsula, the southern and western parts 
of which have been subjected to volcanic eruptions and 
Vesuvius, Etna and Stromboli are still active volcanoes. 
The Alpine lakes are long and narrow and the lakes of 
central Italy are in the craters or pipes of extinct volcanoes. 
The principal rivers are the Adige, 230 miles in length, 
the Arno, 150 miles, the Po, 420 miles and the Tiber, 
250 miles. 

Government. Constitutional monarchy; the executive 
power is vested in the king, but is exercised through re- 
sponsible ministers. Law-making power is the joint 
prerogative of king and parliament, the latter consisting 
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of a senate and a chamber of deputies. The king nomi- 
nates the senators for life, the deputies are elected on a 
universal manhood suffrage. 

Commerce and Industry. Italy is predominantly 
agricultural; one fifth of the area is forested and many 
portions of the lowlands cannot he cultivated on account 
of the prevalence of malaria. The chief food products 
are wheat, wine and olives. Corn, beans and oats come 
next in importance; then potatoes, sugar beets, barley 
andrice. Silk culture is general, but of special importance 
in the north. The chief minerals are sulphur, marble and 
iron. The chief imports are wheat, coal, raw cotton, iron 
goods and woolens. The prime exports are raw silk, 
cotton and silk goods, hemp, wine and motor-cars. Metric 
weights and measures. 

Communications. There are nearly 12,000 miles of 
railways, three fourths of which belong to the state. The 
merchant fleet numbers about eight hundred steamships 
and five times as many sailing vessels. 

Principal Towns. Naples, the most important port; 
Milan, great railway and industrial center; Rome, the 
capital; Turin, manufacturing center; Palermo on the 
island of Sicily and the center of a great fruit producing 
industry; Genoa, the port on the Ligurian coast and head- 
quarters of the iron trade. 

Colonies and Dependencies. Italy has in Africa a 
colonial empire of 591,230 square miles, consisting of 
Eritrea with 45,800 square miles; Italian Somaliland with 
154,000 square miles, and Tripoli and Cyrenaica with an 
area of 406,000 square miles. In addition to those it hag 
in Asia, a concession in Tientsin 


JAPAN 


The Country. The Japanese Empire comprises five 
large and numerous small islands together with the penin- 
sula of Chosen (Korea), the southern part of the Sakhalin 
Island and the leased territory on the Asiatic coast Kwan- 
tung. In addition, it exercises a mandate of the League 
of Nations over, the former German colonies in the Pacific, 
north of the equator. The area of the mainland and adja- 
cent islands is 148,756 square miles. Bays and inlets are 
numerous and there are many natural harbors, especially 
on the Pacific side. The chief feature of the Empire is 
its mountainous character, for each island has a moun- 
tainous backbone. Among the higher mountains, several 
extend above the snow line. Fuji Yama, the sacred 
mountain of Japan, is the highest and reaches 12,245 feet. 
The Yoda, one of the longest streams, empties into the 
Bay of Osaka. One of the most notable physical features 
is the Inland Sea or Japanese Mediterranean which re- 
produces on a smaller scale, the same features as the larger 
Sea of Japan. It is almost entirely landlocked and gur- 
rounded by chains of volcanoes of which few are now 
active. The climate is temperate and healthful with 
abundant rainfall. 

Government. The government ig in the hands of 
the emperor. He is assisted by cabinet ministers whom 
he appoints and who are responsible to him. There is a 
privy council which is consulted on important occasions 
but the executive power rests with the emperor. Laws 
are made under his sanction by the imperial diet which 
consists of two houses, a house of peers which has 373 
members and a house of representatives of 381 members, 
elected by a restricted suffrage. 


Commerce and Industry. Agriculture is the chief 
industry, but only about 20,000 square miles of Japan 
proper can be cultivated; of this 57 per cent is under 
rice, and 33 per cent under wheat. Tea plants are pro- 
duced on nearly 500 square miles. Over 3,000,000 house- 
holds are occupied with the production of silk, the yield 
of raw silk equalling that of the whole of Europe and about 
75 per cent. of the silk is exported. Tobacco, soya beans 
and fruit are extensively produced. Over 2,000,000 men 
are engaged in fishing. Coal, copper, phosphate, and zinc 
are mined. Chief manufactures are textiles, silk, earthen- 
ware, glass, lacquered goods, matting and hemp. Trade 
in matches and paper is important. A large amount of 
timber is produced. Imports are chiefly raw cotton 
from the United States, India and China. 

Communications. The whole country is covered with 
a, network of railways with a total length of nearly 8,000 
miles, and it is possible to travel from the extreme north 
of Hokkaido (Yezzo) to the extreme south of Kiushiu 
without once leaving a railway station except to cross the 
Straits of Tsugaru and Shimonseki, where special steam 
ferries are provided. The Japanese government subsidizes 
shipping companies for foreign trade and Japanese vessels 
run on four great routes to Europe, North America, South 
America and Australia. 

Principal Towns. Tokyo, the capital and great indus- 
trial center; Osaka, seaport and textile manufacturing 
city; Kobe, seaport and extensive shipbuilding; Kyoto 
with silk, porcelain and lacquer goods factories; Nag- 
oya, port with large textile industries; Yokohama, port of 
Tokyo; Nagasaki, a seaport and winter resort. 

Dependencies. The most important of Japan’s de- 
pendencies are Chosen (Korea), with an area of 84,738 
square miles, from which Japan takes the surplus rice crop 
and the bulk of the raw cotton; the island Formosa (Tat- 
wan) with 13,944 square miles; the southern part of 
Sakhalin ( Karafuto) with 13,253 square miles; and the 
former German colonies in Oceania awarded by the League 
of Nations as mandates to Japan, viz: Caroline Islands, 
Mariana Islands, Marshall Islands and Pelew Islands 
with a total area of 1,520 square miles. 


JUGO-SLAVIA 


The Country. Jugo-Slavia or the Kingdom of the Serbs, 
Croats and Slovenes, occupies the northwest corner of the 
Balkan peninsula. It combines the old kingdoms of 
Serbia and Montenegro, the former Austro-Hungarian 
territories of Bosnia and Herzegovina, the former Hun- 
garian provinces of Croatia-Slavonia and parts of the Banat 
and Bacska, and portions of Styria, Carniola and Dal- 
matia, former Austrian provinces. It consists essentially 
of a mountainous core, most of which is over 3,000 feet in 
elevation which stretches from the Dinaric Alps in the 
northwest to the Balkan Mountains on the Bulgarian 
frontier. The only valley which cuts the mountains and 
forms a passage way is that of the Morava which, with 
that of the Vardar, leads from Belgrade to Saloniki. 
Beyond the Save-Danube, as far as the northern boundary, 
the land is low, swampy near the rivers, with a few minor 
elevations. The chief concentrations of people are round 
Zagreb (Agram) and near Belgrade. The area is 95,620 
square miles, 

Government. Jugo-Slavia is a limited nonarchy, with 
a two-chamber parliament in which the senate is an ad- 
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visory chamber. Parliament is elected for four years on 
the basis of one deputy for every 40,000 inhabitants, 
The senate consists of 100 members and is elected for nine 
years though one third of its membership is renewed every 
three years. 

Commerce and Industry. Agriculture is the chief 
industry. Mediterranean fruits, chiefly plums, and tobacco, 
are successfully grown. Swine are reared in the oak and 
beech forests; cattle, sheep and goats are also reared. 
Some wheat is grown. Small quantities of iron ore are 
mined. Coal occurs near Sarajevo and Banjaluka. 
Lead, iron and coal are mined in Serbia. Quicksilver is 
extensively mined. The principal imports are textiles, 
agricultural products, animal products, chemicals, leather 
and leather goods, metals and machinery. Exports: 
Corn, wheat and oats, cattle and other animals, fruits, 
timber and timber goods. Metric system of weights and 
measures. 

Communications. Jugo-Slavia has about 6,000 miles 
of railway, mostly state-owned. Total length of water- 
ways, principally the Danube and the Save, 1,322 miles, 

PrincipalTowns. Belgrade, the capital; Zagreb (Agram) 
the university city; Sarajevo, former capital of Bosnia; 
Monastir, trade center near the Greek frontier; Uskup on 
the Vardar, and Nish, an important railway center. 


LATVIA 


The Country. Latvia, a republic on the Baltic Sea, 
was formerly part of the Russian Empire. Its area is 
about 24,440 square miles. It has about 340 miles of 
sea coast. The land is flat and low-lying, and is watered 
by many rivers, the chief of which is the Dvina. There 
are many marshy tracts and lakes; a quarter of the country 
is covered with forests. 

Government. At the head of the republic stands a 
president elected for 5 years on the basis of universal 
suffrage. War can only be declared by a vote of the 
legislature. Parliament consists of one chamber of 100 
members, elected for three years. 

Commerce and Industry. Agriculture is the principal 
industry, and includes dairy farming, the raising of live 
stock and beekeeping. The soil is moderately fertile, 
but is highly cultivated, producing good crops of barley, 
oats, flax and potatoes. The fisheries are of considerable 
value. Manufactures comprise metals, minerals, chemi- 
cals, textiles, timber and spirits. Hxports are timber, 
cereals, flax, dairy products and fish. Metric system of 
weights and measures. 

Communications. Latvia has about 1,700 miles of 
railroads. Three of the Russian main lines verge on 
Latvian ports. 

Principal Towns. Riga, the capital and chief seaport; 
Libau (Libava), an important port on the Baltic Sea; 
Mitau (Mitava), formerly the capital of Courland with 
tanneries and textile industries. 


LIBERIA 


The Country. Liberia is an independent negro republic, 
with an area of 40,000 square miles. It occupies about 
350 miles of the west African coast and extends inland 
200 miles at its widest part. Many rivers are navigable 
in stretches. The interior rises into mountains of from 
2,000 to 6,000 feet in height. 


Government. The constitution of the republic is 
modelled on that of the United States. The executive 
power is vested in a president and a council of 6 ministers 
and the legislative power in a parliament of two houses — 
called the senate andthe house of representatives. Electors 
must be of negro blood and owners of land. 

Commerce and Industry. The exports include rubber, 
palm oil, palm kernels, piassava fibre from the rafia palm, 
coffee, cocoa, ginger, chillies, ivory, annatto seed, dye, 
and camwood—a hard dyewood. The chief imports are 
rice, textiles, tobacco, building timber, galvanized roofing 
iron, ready-made clothing and dried and preserved fish. 

Communications. There are no railways or vehicular 
means of transport in the country except ox-carts and a 
motor road of about 20 miles. 

Principal Towns. Monrovia, the capital and chief port; 
Robertsport and Marshall. 


y LIECHTENSTEIN 


Liechtenstein, a small independent principality, extend- 
ing along the right bank of the Rhine, opposite the Swiss 
canton of St. Gallen and the Austrian land of Vorarlberg. 
It has an area of 65 square miles. The industries include 
agriculture, weaving and embroidery. It is governed by 
a diet of fifteen members. It has a customs treaty with 
Switzerland which includes administration by Switzerland 
of the post and telegraph lines. Vaduz is the capital and 


principal town. 
LITHUANIA 


The Country. Lithuania is a republic carved out of the 
former Russian Empire. It hasan estimated area of 22,520 
square miles and a narrow frontage on the BalticSea. The 
country is flat and low-lying. It has numerous lakes and 
marshes and many rivers, the largest being the Niemen. 
About 25 per cent of the land is forest. 

Government. The constituent assembly makes laws, 
ratifies treaties with other states, approves the budget and 
superintends the execution of the laws. The executive 
power is placed in the hands of the president of the republic 
and of the cabinet of ministers. The president is elected 
by the constituent assembly. 

Commerce and Industry. The chief articles of export 
are corn, cattle, hams, poultry, eggs, butter, timber, flax, 
linseed, hides and wool. The ¢mports are mainly manufac- 
tured articles, fertilizers and agricultural machinery, 
About seventy per cent of the population is engaged in 
agriculture, the products being cereals, potatoes, flax and 
linseed. Poultry farming, particularly of geese, is a con- 
siderable industry. 

Communications. Lithuania has about 1,600 miles of 
railways. There are about 120 miles of streams navigable 
for steamboats. The Niemen is navigable for about 270 
days in the year. 

Principal Towns. Kovno (Kaunas), provisional capi- 
tal and an important grain market; Grodno, an important 
manufacturing center, Suvalki and Shavii. 


LUXEMBURG 


The Country. A Grand Duchy surrounded by France 
Germany and Belgium. It hasan area of about 998 squaré 
miles. The great wealth of the country lies in its iron ore. 
Three fifths of the area is cultivated; wheat, rye, oats and 
potatoes are the main crops. Thevineis grown in the Mo- 
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selle valley; horses and cattle are reared. The govern- 


~ ment isin the hands of a council of state and a chamber of 


deputies. Luxemburg is in customs union with Belgium. 
Principal Towns. Luxemburg, the capital; Esch, center 
of mining district. 
MEXICO 


The Country. Mexico has an area of 767,198 square 
miles. Two mountain chains traverse the republic, forra- 
ing between them a number of valleys and plateaus. The 
plateau of Anahuac, on which the capital is situated, is the 
largest and mostimportant. The eastern edge of the plat- 
eau isformed by the Sierra Madre Oriental. On the west- 
ern edge of the plateau, the Sierra Madre Occidental shows 
a steep front and narrow ridges broken by canyons; in 
both Sierras the highest peaks are about 10,000 feet. At 
the southern edge of the plateau, confused ranges of moun- 
tains fall sharply to the Bsthmus of Tehuantepec, where 
the lowest point on the watershed between the Atlantic and 


_ Pacificis alittle over 700feet. The physical divisions east- 


ward of the Isthmus of Tehuantepec include the highlands 


-of Chiapas, and the narrow low plain of Soconusco on the 


Pacific side. These highlands range from 6,000 to 8,000 
feet in extreme elevation. Northeast of them is the pen- 
insula of Yucatan. 

Government. Mexico is a federative republic, divided 
into states, each of which has a right to manage its own 
local affairs, while the whole are bound together in one 
body politic by fundamental and constitutionallaws. The 

owers of the supreme government are divided into the leg- 
islative, executive and judicial. The legislative power is 
vested in a congress consisting of a house of representa- 
tives and a senate and the executive power in a president. 
Representatives are elected for two years by universal 
suffrage. The senate consists of fifty eight members, two 
for each state, and are elected in the same manner as the 
deputies. Mexico is divided into twenty eight states, one 
federal district and two territories. 

Commerce and Industry. Mexico is a country of im- 
mense natural wealth, with its oil fields, its gold, silver, 
copper, iron and other minerals and the great variety of 
vegetable products determined by the wide range of eleva- 
tion and climate. Among these last may be specially men- 
tioned hemp, bananas, logwood, and other tropical forest 
products of the southeast; coffee, tobacco and cotton of 
more northerly localities, with a variety of fruit and all 
usual grain crops. The most interesting development in 
resources of Mexico in recent years has occurred in the oil 
industry. In spite of inadequate transportation facilities, 
the Mexican oil fields have been able to take a high place 
among the petroleum-producing territories of the world. 
Its vast oil reservoirs have scarcely been tapped. Coal is 
mined in the state of Coahuila. Large quantities of sugar, 
molasses and spirits are also produced. 

Communications. Mexico hagin operation about 16,000 
miles of railways, most of which are run by the government. 
Through connections to the United States can be made at 
the following five border points: Nogales, Ariz., El Paso, 
Tex., Laredo, Tex., Eagle Pass, Tex. and Brownsville, 
Tex. A railway service from Vera Cruz and Mexico City 
to the frontier of Guatemala has also been completed. 
Puerto Mexico, on the Atlantic and Salina Cruz on the 
Pacific are connected by the Tehuantepec railroad. 

Principal Towns. Mexico (city), the capital and chief 
commercial center; Guadalajara, an agricultural and man- 


ufacturing center; Puebla, with cotton-spinning and other 
manufactures; San Luis Potosi, an agricultural and mining 
center; Leon, a mining and manufacturing town; Vera 
Cruz, principal port; Tampico, principal oil port. 


MONACO 


This principality, the smallest state of Europe, situated 
on the Mediterranean coast, has an area of 8 square miles 
and is encircled by the French department of Alpes Mari- 
times and the Mediterranean Sea. ‘The governmentis car- 
ried out under the authority of the prince by a ministry 
assisted by a council of state. The legislative power is ex- 
ercised by the prince and the national council which con- 
sists of 21 members elected for four years. About one 
thousand of the inhabitants are employed in the rooms of 
the colcbrated gambling-house known as the “Casino.” 
The climate is very mild. Revenue is derived chiefly from 
the gambling tables. 


NETHERLANDS 


The Country. The area of the country, about 15,760 
square miles, is for the most part flat, much of it lying be- 
low the level of the water, saltandfresh. Along the canals, 
the meadows are often ten or twelve feet below the water- 
line, and between the land and sea at high tide, there may 
be a difference of twenty-five feet or more. The land is 
protected by embankments and dikes and it may be pic- 
tured asagreat trough, the floor of which slopes down from 
east and southeast toward the North Sea in the west and 
north. The rivers which flow across this country from the 
higher continent beyond, are, at their mouths, frequently 
below the level of the sea into which they have to be lifted 
by canals and locks across the dams or dikes. At all times 
the precarious river levels threaten internal floods. 

Government. Constitutional monarchy. The execu- 
tive power is vested in the sovereign with nine ministers in 
council, the legislative authority being the sovereign and 
states-general, which consists of two chambers, the first of 
50 members elected for nine years and the second of 100 
deputies elected for four years. There are eleven prov- 
inces, sub-divided into communes. 

Commerce and Industry. The chief exports are dairy 
produce, vegetables and bulbs, flax, fish, sugar-beets, and 
colonial wares. Ship-building is an important industry. 
Textiles are extensively manufactured. Chief imports are 
oil and raw cotton. One-third of the land is permanent 
pasture, and intensive methods are largely used in horti- 
culture as well as in agriculture. Metric weights and 
measures, 

Communications. Total length of railroads in operation 
is oo 2,500 miles. Total extent of canals is about 2,000 
miles. 

Principal Towns. Amsterdam, the metropolis and sec- 
ond seaport; Rotterdam, chief port with a large foreign 
trade; The Hague (’s Gravenhage), the capital; Utrecht, 
university city; Groningen, chief city of the north; Haar- 
lem, famous for horticulture and center of the bulb trade; 
Arnhem on the Rhine near the German frontier; Leiden, 
the famous university town; Nijmegen, a historic fortified 
city on the Waal. 

Dependencies. The Netherlands have a large colonial 
empire of about 782,000 square miles in Asia and America, 
the population of which is many times larger than the pop- 
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ulation of the Netherlands. The principal colonies are 
thelarge islandsin the Indian Ocean, the Dutch East Indies, 
consisting of Bali and Lombok with 4,065 sq. m., Banka 
with 4,446 sq. m., Billiton with 1,863 sq. m., Borneo, South 
and East with 156,912 sq.m., Borneo, West with 55,825 sq. 
m., Celebes Island with 72,070 sq. m., Java and Madura 
with 50,557 sq. m., and the capital, Batavia, Molucca Island 
with Dutch New Guinea, with 195,653 sq. m., Riou Linga 
Archipelago with 16,301 sq. m., Sumatra with 159,739 sq. 
m., Timor Archipelago with 17,698 sq. m. 

These colonies are governed by a governor-general who 

has the right of passing laws and regulations for the ad- 
ministration of the colony, so far as his power is not re- 
served to the legislature of the mother country. The 
principal products of Dutch East Indies are sago, corn, 
tapioca, coffee, tobacco, tea, copra, and oil-seed. 
. The Dutch West Indies are Curacao, with 210 square 
miles, lying just off the mainland of Venezuela, South 
America and Dutch Guiana, with 40,060 square miles, on 
the north coast of South America, producing coffee, cacao, 
bananas and balata. 


NEW ZEALAND 


The Country. New Zealandisa British Dominion in the 
South Seas. Politically it embraces the two main islands, 
north and south, the small Stewart Island separated from 
the south end of South Island by Foveaux Strait, and 
ee arisends intheneighboring seas. Area, 104,751 square 
miles. 

Government. The Dominionis governed by a governor- 
general and a general assembly, consisting of a legislative 


council of thirty-seven paid members and a house of eighty - 


paid representatives, upon a system of constitutional cabi- 
net government. 


Commerce and Industry. The dominant industry is. 


sheep-raising. Dairy farming, mainly for the production of 


butter and cheese, is of growing importance.

NICARAGUA 


The Country. Nicaragua, a Central American republic, 
has an area of 49,200 square miles. The east coast is 
backed by an alluvial plain, beyond which lie the central 
mountains, which rise to 7,000 feet. From the Gulf of 
Fonseca on the northwest coast a depression extends south- 
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east across the state, comprising the basins of Lakes Man- 
agua and Nicaragua and the San Juan River. Between 
the lakes and the Pacific Coast is a range of low mountains 
the chief center of volcanic activity in the country. 

Government. Executive power is vested in the presi- 
dent, appointed for four years. Legislative power is 
vested in a congress of two houses consisting of 40 depu- 
ties elected for four years by universal suffrage, and 13 
senators elected for six years. 

Commerce and Industry. Tho banana is the principal 
agricultural product in the east. Cocoanuts are also of 
some importance and a few plantains, oranges and pine- 
apples and some yucca areraised. Riceis grown toa small 
extent and some wheat in the hilly districts, while tobacco 
iscultivated round Masaya. The mostimportant products 
of the western half are coffee, sugar-cane, cacao, corn and 
beans. Extensive forests yield mahogany, cedar, gums, 
and medicinal plants. Over a million cattle provide hides 
for export. . Gold and silver are mined. Metric weights 
and measures. 

Communications. The total railway mileage of the re- 
public is about 200 miles. The principal line runs from 
Corinto to Grenada. 

Principal Towns. Managua, the capital; Leon, largest 
city; Bluefields and Corinto, chief seaports. 


NORWAY 


The Country. Norway, occupying the western half of 
the Scandinavian peninsula, has an area of about 125,000 
square miles. Itis 1,160 miles in length and the coastline, 
excluding minor indentations, is over 2,100 mileslong. It 
is separated from Sweden by the Kjolen Mountains, which 
form the backbone of the peninsula. These mountainsrise 
in many parts to over 6,000 feet, the highest peaks being 
over 8,000 feet. Norway’s long coastline facing the At- 
lantic is edged with lofty cliffs and seamed with deep fiords. 
Islands, countless in number, fringe the coast. These 
archipelagoes cover a total area of no less than 8,600 square 
miles. Seventy per cent of Norway’sareais barren land— 
mountain, moor, or glacier—uninhabitable by man. Of 
the whole area of 125,000 square miles only 3,500 square 
mileg are fit for agriculture and nearly 3,000 square miles 
are water. The rivers are short and torrential, but pro- 
videthe finest salmon fishingin Europe. Its comparatively 
mild climate is due entirely to the influence of the ocean, 
Spiizbergen and adjacent islands, with total area of 25,000 
square miles and rich coal fields, is under the sovereignty 
of Norway. 

Government. Parliament, called the Storting, consists 
of an upper and a lower house, having in all 123 members, 
one-quarter forming the Lagting or senate, three-fourths 
the Odelsting or house of commons. Questions relating to 
the laws are considered by each house separately, butif the 
two houses do not agree they resolve themselves into a 
common sitting for discussion and a two-thirds vote is 


universal suffrage, without distinction of sex. 

Commerce and Industry. Soil and climate are not very 
favorableto agriculture. The chief cropis oats; barley, rye, 
and potatoes are also cultivated. The hay harvest is large 
andimportant. Dairy farming on cooperative lines is mak- 
ing great progress; butter and tinned milk are exported. 
Fishing is the principal occupation. Norway claims a four- 
mile instead of a three-mile territorial limit and so many of

the coastal fishing grounds are under her sovereignty. The 
cod fishing is the mostimportant. Silver, copper,iron and 
feldspar are mined. The timber industry is important, 
especially in the south.

Important trunk lines join Christiania with 
Bergen, and four lines run into Sweden. Coastwise steam- 
ers serve all ports, 

Principal Towns. Oslo(Christiania) the capital; Bergen, an 
important seaport with fishing and ship-building industry; 
Trondhjem and Stavanger. 


OMAN 


An independent state in southeastern Arabia whose 
integrity has been guaranteed by Great Britain and France. 
Tt has an area of 82,000 square miles. The chief products 
are dates and other fruit. Maskat is the capital. 


PANAMA 


The Country. Panama, formerly a department of the 
republic of Colombia, has an area of 32,380 square miles. 
It occupies the narrowest portion of the connecting link 
between North and South America, known as the Isthmus 
of Panama. The interior is elevated and is drained by 
short rapid streams to both coasts. The peninsula of 
Azuero projects into the Pacific Ocean. 

Government. The constitution provides for a chamber 
of deputies of 33 members, and for a president of the re- 
public, elected by direct vote for four years and not eli- 
gible for the succeeding term. There are three vice- 
presidents and a cabinet of five ministers. 

Commerce and Industry. The most important product 
is the banana. Rubber is collected by the Indians of the 
mountains, or is obtained from trees planted by Europeans 
near the coast. Coffee isgrown near the CostaRican fron- 
tier. Other products are coconuts, mahogany, and other 
woods, copaiba, sarsaparilla and ipecacuanha. The coun- 
try has great timber resources. Cattle raisingis carried on 
successfully and hides form animportant article of export. 
Pearl fishing is carried on at the Pearl Islands in the Gulf 
of Panama and at Coiba Island. Turtle-shell is also ex- 
ported to a considerable amount. Metric weights and 
measures, 

Communications. The U. 8. government railroad be- 
tween Colon and Panama, 48 milesin length, with a branch 
line 3 miles to Balboa, the Pacific entrance to the canal, 
is the most important transportation route of the isthmus. 
There are also other railroad lines of minor importance. 

Principal Towns. Panama, the capital and chief port of 
the Pacific; Colon, the chief port on the Caribbean. 


PARAGUAY 


The Country. Paraguay, one of the two inland coun- 
tries of South America, has an area of about 97,722 square 
miles. An area officially stated to be 100,000 square miles 
in extent, lying between the rivers Paraguay and Pilco- 
mayo, known as the Chaco, is claimed by Paraguay, whose 
rights, however, are disputed by Bolivia. 

Government. The legislative authority is vested in a 
congress of two houses, a senate and a chamber of deputies 
elected by the people, the executive power being entrusted 
to a president, elected for a term of four years, with five 
ministers. There is also a non-active vice-president who 
is at the same time president of the senate. 


Commerce and Industry. Excellent grazing land is 
abundant and pastoralindustries have made great advance 
in recent years. The chief exports are hides, yerba mate 
(Paraguay tea), oranges, tobacco, timber, meat, cattle and 
quebracho (tannin) extract. Chief imports are textiles, 
provisions, hardware and fancy goods. 

Communications. Total railroad mileage is less than 
300 miles, Asuncion, the capital, is now in direct com- 
munication with Buenos Aires. The main channel of com- 
munication is the navigable system of the Plata. Large 
river steamers and small sea-going ships penetrate as far 
as Asuncion. Thence north, the Paraguay is navigable by 
smaller steamers throughout the limits of the republic. 
Metric weights and measures. 

Principal Towns. Asuncion, the capital and chief river 
port; Villa Rica, the center of tobacco growing; Villa Con- 
cepcion, a trading center on the Paraguay River. 


PERSIA 


The Country. Persia, country of Asia called Iran by the 
Persians and Arabs, has an area of about 628,000 square 
miles. Most of the country is a plateau, from 2,500 feet 
to 3,500 feet above the sea, surrounded by mountain 
chains, except in the east, where are the huge salt deserts. 
An extension, locally known as the Khorasan Mountains 
of the Hindu Kush, enters on the northeast from Afghan- 
istan and merges into the Elburz range south of the 
Caspian, the highest peak being Mt. Demavend, 19,400 
feet. 


Government. The Shah of Persia divides his power with 
a cabinet and a national assembly or “Majlis.” The em- 
pire is divided into provinces ruled by governors-general 
directly responsible to the crown, and these are again 
divided into districts, cities, and their dependencies. 

Commerce and Industry. Deposits of coal and iron in 
the Elburz Mountains, copper, lead and other metallic ores 
in Kerman Desert, copper and turquoise in Khorasan and 
rock salt near the Persian Gulf, are known but have been 
but little exploited. Petroleum is being obtained in in- 
creasing quantity. The chief exports are petroleum, opium 
fruit, animals, raw cotton, rice, wool and carpets. 

Communications. Traffic is by camels and cart cara- 
vans, merchants combining together for protection against 
robbers who in some parts are well-armed and numerous. 
Small steamers ply on the Karun as high as Ahwaz. With 
the exception of a small line (six miles) at Teheran and a 
branch of the Trans-Caspian Railway to Tabriz, there are 
no railways. 

Principal Towns. Teheran, the capital; Tabriz, manu- 
facturing and chief commercial center; Ispahan, the former 
capital; Meshed, principal city of the northeast. 


PERU 


The Country. A South American republic with an area 
of 709,871 square miles. The Cordilleras of the Andes di- 
vide Peru into three natural divisions. The first lies be- 
tween the coast and the Maritime Cordillera, and consists 
for the most part of desert. By means of irrigation, much 
of this desert is now cultivated. The second lies between 
the Maritime and Central Cordillera, and consists of grass- 
clad uplands, suitable for the rearing of cattle and sheep. 
Further east in the mountainous regions between the Cen- 
tral and Real Cordilleras, there are huge mineral resources, 
untapped for the most part. 


od 
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Government. The legislative poweris vested in a senate 
of 35 members and a house of representatives of 110 mem- 
bers elected by direct vote and renewed totally every five 
years. Tho executive power is entrusted to the president, 
elected for five years and not re-eligible until after another 
five years. The president exercises his executive functions 
through a cabinet of six ministers. 

Commerce and Industry. The mineral deposits which 
are found in the mountainous regions of the east, consist of 
gold, silver, copper iron, lead, zinc, sulphur, petroleum and 
various valuableearths. Cotton, sugar and corn are the 
principal productions; coffee, cacao and coca (from which 
cocaine is made) are also cultivated. Cinchona, sarsapa- 
rilla, copaiba are produced in large quantities. Rubber 
which is now an important product is found in the basin 
of the Amazon. The exports consist chiefly of minerals, 
sugar, cotton and rubber. The principal imports are man- 
ufactured goods and machinery. Metric weights and 
measures. : 

Communications. The Andean plateau has access to 
the sea by two mountain railways. One of these, the 
Callao-Oroya line, traverses the western Cordillera and is 
linked by a north extension to the great copper mines of 
Pasco. The Southern Railway mounts over the west Cor- 
dillera to the north shore of Lake Titicaca at Puno whence 
steamers connect it with the Bolivian railway system. 
These two mountain railways with their extensions, to- 
gether traverse about 900 miles. But much of the trans- 
port in the mountains is still carried by troops of llamas 
dviven by Indians. The river port of Iquitos, 2,300 miles 
from the Atlantic, is visited by ocean steamers. Large 
river steamers navigate great stretches of the Amazonian 
affluents. Metric weights and measures. 

Principal Towns. Lima, the capital with manufactures 
of glass, furniture, etc.; Callao, the principal port; Cuzco, 
the ancient capital of th cas; Arequipa, a cathedral town.

POLAND 


The Country. Poland, whose independence has been 
re-established as the result of the war, consists of the Polish 
territories formerly incorporated into Russia, Austria and 
Prussia. Thelargest area was recovered from Russia, the 
so-called “Congress” Poland; from Austria, Poland recov- 
ered Galicia, with the valuable oil and salt mines and from 
Germany, Posen, West Prussia, and the necessary territory 
for an outlet to the BalticSea. It hasan estimated area of 
about 150,000 square miles. It consists essentially of the 
basins of the Vistula and the Warthe (a tributary of the 
Oder), and stretches from the Carpathian Mountains to- 
wards the Baltic Sea. Only by a narrow corridor does it 
reach the shore, and the Free City of Danzig, at the head 
of this corridor, lying outside of the Republic, is the port of 
Poland. 

Government. There are two chambers, a diet and a 
senate, both elected by universal suffrage of both sexes. 
The president, elected for a term of seven years by the diet 
and senate united in a national assembly, is the supreme 
commander of the army, and can make treaties with foreign 
powers. 

Commerce and Industry. In the production of coal, Po- 
land ranks third among the European countries. It occu- 
pies fifth placeamong thepetroleum producing countries of 
the world. Iron ore, copper, lead and rock salt are exten- 
sively mined. Rye is the chief cereal. Fruits, wheat, po- 


tatoes and sugar beets are important crops. Flax and 
wool, obtained locally and imported cotton are worked into 
textile goods. 

Communications. Poland has about 8,000 miles of rail- 
ways, all of which are the property of thestate. Thereare 
about 2,000 miles of navigable waterways of which 300 
miles are accessible for vessels of over 400 tons. The most 
important canal is the former German Bromberg Canal 
from the Vistula to the Netze. 

Principal Towns. Warsaw, the capital; Lodz, a great 
textileindustry center; Lemberg (Lwow), Krakow, the old 
capital of Poland; Posen (Poznan), Bialystok, a railway 
center with manufactures of linens, etc. | 


PORTUGAL 


The Country. Portugal, a republic in the extreme 
southwest of Europe, has an area of 34,254 square miles. 
Including, however, the Azores and Madeira Islandsin the 
Atlantic Ocean, which politically form an integral part of 
the republic, the area is 35,490 square miles. The length 
of Portugalfrom north to south is approximately 300 miles 
anditsaverage widthisalittleless than 100 miles. Physi- 
cally, Portugalis anintegral part of the Iberian peninsula, 
its mountains and rivers being mainly prolongations of those 
of Spain. Thelongestriver rising in Portugalisthe Mon- 


‘dego. The chief rivers are the Minho, which forms part of 


the northern boundary; the Guadiana, whichforms part of 
the southeastern frontier; the Duero and the Tagus. 

Government. There are two chambers, viz.: the na- 
tional council and the second or upper chamber. The 
former consists of 164 members elected for three years by 
direct suffrage; the latter is composed of 71 members, 
elected by all the municipal councils and is renewable as to 
one half of the membersevery three years. The president 
is elected by both chambers, his term of office being for 
four years; he may not be re-elected. He appoints the 
ministers of state, who are responsible to parliament. 

Commerce and Industry. The vine is the most gener- 
ally cultivated plant, and wine the mostimportant product. 
In the mountainous regions, rye is grown and sheep and 
goats are reared; in the north, corn and cattle are raised; 
in the south, wheat and swine. Olive trees cover nearly 
1,000,000acres; figs, tomatoes, potatocs, oranges, nuts, etc. 
are grown. Fish, especially sardines and tunny fish are 
caught, cured and tinned for exportation. Cotton-spin- 
ning ranks next after fishing. Articles manufactured of 
cork arelargely exported. Other industries are silk, leather, 
glass, paper, and gold and silver filigree manufactures. Salt, 
gypsum and marble are exported. 

Communications. About 2,000 miles of railroads are in 
operation, of which nearly half are state-owned. 

Principal Towns. Lisbon, the capital and chief seaport; 
Oporto, with extensive port wine trade; Setubal, noted for 
its sardine fisheries and export of fruit and salt; Braga, 
noted for its manufactures of firearms; Coimbra, an inland 
city with a famous university. 

Colonies and Dependencies. Portugal has a large 
colonial empire in Africa totaling 927,292 square miles and 
minor possessions in Asia, extending over 8,972 square 
miles. Thus the total area of the colonies is 936,264 square 
miles. 

In Africa the colonies are: Cape Verde Islands, 1,480 
square miles, with the capital, Porto Praya; Guinea on the 
coast of Senegal, with 13,940 square miles; Principe and St. 
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Thomas Islands with 360 square miles; Angola (Portuguese 
West Africa) with 484,800 square miles and a coast line of 
1,000 miles; capital, Loanda; and Mozambique (Portuguese 
East Africa) with an area of 428,132 square miles; capital, 
Lourenco Marques. 

In Asia the possessions are Goa, 1,469 square miles; Diu, 
169 square miles; and Timor, 7,330 square miles, in India; 
and Macao, 4 square miles, in China. 


RUMANIA 


The Country. Rumania, which now has an area of 122,- 
282 square miles, consisted in 1914, of the two principalities 
of Walachia and Moldavia, together with the Dobruja on 
the other side of the Danube. To these were added after 
the great war, Bessarabia to the east and Rukowina to the 
north of Moldavia, along with Transylvania and part of 
the Hungarian plain. The physical structure of Rumania 
is comparatively simple. Walachia is bordered on the 
north and Moldavia on the west by the great arc of the 
Carpathians. On the south and east thisrange passes into 
a region of hills which in Walachia has an extreme breadth 
of fifty miles. The Dobruja, situated between the Black 
Sea and the Danube in its northward course, is hilly in 
the north, plateau-like in the south and marshy along the 
coast, especially in the deltaic land of the northeast. 
Bessarabia, in soil and climate, belongs essentially to the 
steppe lands of Russia. Transylvania, is, on the whole, 
a mountainous country; on the east and south lie the 
Carpathians, while within the great curve formed by 
them is a high tableland, relieved by various ranges and 
deeply dissected by river valleys. To the southwest of 
Transylvania lies the Banat, much of which has been 
ceded to Rumania. 

Government. Constitutional monarchy. No act of the 
king can become effective until it has been countersigned 
by the minister of state. The executive power which be- 
longs to the crown is generally cxercised by the council of 
ministers appointed and dismissed by the king. Parlia- 
ment consists of two houses, a chamber of deputies and a 
senate. All citizens of twenty-one years, paying taxes, are 
electors. 

Commerce and Industry. About 80 per cent. of the pop- 
ulation are engaged in agriculture. Wheatis the chief crop 
cultivated, but corn and other cereals, the mulberry, to- 
bacco and vines are also grown. Principal mining pred- 
ucts are oil, salt, lignite, iron and copper ore. Metric 
weights and measures. 

Communications. About 7,500 miles of railway and a 
navigation service on the Danube and Black Sea are all 
under government control. 

Principal Towns. Bukharest (Bucuresti), the capital; 
Jassy; Galatz, chief port on the Danube; Ismail, a river 
port in Bessarabia; Kishenef, a trading center in Bessarabia. 


RUSSIA 


The Country. The former Russian empire extended 
from the Baltic Sea to the Pacific Ocean and from the Black 
Sea to the Arctic Ocean, stretching nearly half way around 
the globe and including an area of 8,500,000 square miles. 
Of this area it lost about 300,000 square miles to Finland, 
Poland, Latvia, Lithuania, Hsthonia, which have been rec- 
ognized asindependent countries and Bessarabia, which was 
annexed by Rumania. ‘The official name of Russia is now: 


Union of Soviet Socialist Republics and is a federation of 
seven socialist republics: Russia proper (R. S. F. S. R.) 
including Siberia, White Russia, Ukraine, Transcaucasia, 
Turcoman, and Uzbek, eleven autonomous republics and 
fifteen autonomous regions. In Transcaucasia is the 
independent republic of Abkhasia. Russia is mostly a 
plain and nowhere does the land rise to heights exceeding 
1,200 feet; only in the fringing Caucasus, Crimean heights 
and Urals are there peaks exceeding 5,000 feet; for roughly 
200 miles north of the Caspian Sea, the land is below sea 
level. Nearly all the most useful rivers radiate from the 
Valdai Hills, the central boss. Of them the greatest is the 
Volga, which flows east to Kasan and south to the Caspian, 
receiving the Kama set of tributaries from the Urals. The 
Don and the Dnieper flow to the Black Sea, the Dvina to 
the Baltic Sea across Latvia and the Volkhof to Lake 
Ladoga which drains by the Neva to the Gulf of Finland. 


Government. The government of the peoples and na- 
tionalities inhabiting the territory of Russia is vested in 
local, regional, and central Soviets or councils of workers 
and soldiers delegates. Only those have qualifications for 
franchise who are earning alivelihood by productivelabor. 
The central power is in the hands of the peoples commis- 
sars elected by the All-Russian soviet congress convened 
periodically in Moscow. Local affairs are setiled by the 
local or regional soviets, but matters pertaining to war, 
foreign affairs, foreign trade, etc. are in the hands of the 
central government. Many of the largest industries 
have been socialized and are run by the government, 
though smaller industries are run by private owners. 

Commerce and Industry. Under normalconditions Rus- 
sia is the world’s greatest grower of rye and barley, and was 
second only to the United States in the production of oats 
and wheat. Less than a quarter of these grain crops were 
exported. Skins, hides and furs are also largely exported 
under normal conditions. Flax and hemp are products of 
the wet soils of the west; sugar beets are cultivated in the 
southwest, near the Dnieper; and tobacco, vines, mulberry 
trees and cotton are produced inthewarmsouth. ‘The for- 
ests yield timber, wood pulp, wood-pitch and turpentine, 
and thetundrayieldsfurs. Coalismined west of the Urals, 
south of Moscow and in the valley of the Donetz; iron is 
mined in the first two coal fields, in the neighborhood of 
Krivoi Rog, 100 miles northeast of Kherson and near 
Kertch in the Crimea. 


Communications. In October 1917 the length of rail- 
ways was 34,000 miles. There are over 20,000 miles of 
rivers, canals, and lakes navigable for steamers. 

Principal Towns. Moscow, the capital; Petrograd, the 
former capital; Odessa, a great port on the Black Sea; Kief, 
the ancient capital and present capital of Ukraine; Kharhof, 
important industrial center. 

Russia in Asia and Dependencies. Siberia forms an in- 
tegral part of Soviet Russia; Turkestan, Khirghiz, Yakut, 
and Buriat-Mongol are autonomous republics. Oirad is an 
autonomous area. In September 1924, the soviet republic 
of Uzbek was created from the former states of the Russian 
Empire of: 

Bokhara, witn an area of 83,000 square miles. It pro- 
duces mostly cotton and raw silk; wheat, hemp, tobacco, 
and fruit trees are extensively cultivated, and sheep, 
camels, and horses are bred in the steppes. Gold, alum, 
salt, and sulphur are found. The principal towns are 
Bokhara, Kermineh, Karshi, and Charjui. 
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Khiva, on the Sea of Aral, is one of the seven members of 
the Union. Its area is about 24,000 square miles. It con- 
sists mainly of sandy deserts, the only fertile part being tho 
Amu-Daria delta. Here grains and fruit are cultivated. 
‘The chief industries are pottery and textile fabrics, Khiva 


is the principal city. 


SALVADOR 


The Country. Salvador, the smallest of the American 
republics and the only one of the Central American states 
lying wholly on the Pacific, has an area of 13,253 square 
miles. The Pacific coast plain is narrow, and is backed by 
the coast range of mountains, which rise above 7,000 feet, 
and contains many volcanoes. The chief riveristhe Lempa. 

Government. The administrative affairs of the republic 
are carried on, under the president, by a ministry of four 
members, having charge of the departments. Every citi- 
zen over eighteen years of age not only has the right, butis 
compelled to vote. 

Commerce and Industry. Population is largely engaged 
in agriculture. Coffeeis the chief crop and the chief export; 
cacao, sugar, indigo and tobacco are grown. Cattle are 
numerous. Gold, silver, copper, iron and mercury occur. 
Metric weights and measures. 

Communications. Total railroad mileage is 213 miles. 

PrincipalTowns. San Salvador, the capital; Santa Ana, 
center of the sugar-growing district, and San Miguel, an 
agricultural center. 


SAN MARINO 


The Country. One of the oldest states in Europe and 
one of the smallest republics in the world, entirely sur- 
rounded by Italian territory. The frontier is 24 mileslong 
and encloses an area of 38 square miles. Thestateis hilly, 
embracing spurs of the Apennines. Authority restsin the 
council of 60 popularly elected members; a third of whom 
are renewable every three years, and from whom two se- 
lected councillors act as regents for a period of six months, 
Wine, cattle and stone are exported. ‘The capital, whose 
name is also San Marino, is situated on the Mt. Titano. 


SIAM 


The Country. Anindependent kingdom of southeastern 
Asia, in the Indo-Chinese peninsula, occupying an area of 
198,900 square miles. The climate is hot, but not un- 
healthy and the country is mountainous and forest-covered. 

Government. Siam is nominally a constitutional, but 
practically an absolute monarchy. The king, assisted by a 
cabinet of 12 ministers with crown nominees, form a legis- 
lative council. 

Commerce and Industry. Rice isthe staple crop and the 
main export. Other produce includes pepper, sesamum, 
cardamoms, areca nut, gamboge and tobacco. Teak is the 
chief commercial product of the forests. The mineral re- 
sources are extensive and varied, including tin, tungsten, 
wolfram, coal and iron, zinc, manganese and antimony. 

Communications. About 1,500 miles of railway are in 
operation: It is now possible to travel by train to Bang- 
kok, via Penang (Georgetown) to Singapore. The Menam 
is navigable by deep-draught launches during flood for 275 
miles. 

Principal Towns. Bangkok, the capital, principat port 
and trading center; Ayuthia, trading center on the Menam 
River. 
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SPAIN 


The Country. Spain, a kingdom in the southwest of 
Europe, occupying about five-sixths of the Iberian Pen- 
insula, has an area of 194,783 square miles. Tho Balearic 
Islands and the Canary Islands form two of its forty-nine 
provinces; the province of Cadiz includes Ceuta, a forti- 
fied station on the north coast of Morocco. A greater part 
of the surface is a tableland ranging in height from 2,000 
feet to 3,000 feet above sea level. This great table land is 
enclosed by the Cantabrian Mountains and the Pyrenees 
on the north and the Sierra Morena on the south. Outside 
the plateau lie the highest summits of the whole country, 
the Pic de Nethou in the Pyrenees being over 11,000 feet. 
The plateau itself is traversed by four mountain-ranges 
which separate the valley of the Ebro from that of the 
Duero. All the considerable rivers except the Ebro flow 
westward to the Atlantic, 


Government. Spain is a constitutional monarchy and — 


legislation is vested in the king and the cortes (senate and 
congress). The senate consists of not more than 360 mem- 
bers and congress of deputies in the proportion of one to 
every 50,000 of the population. 

Commerce and Industry. Spain is largely an agricul- 
tural country. Wheat, barley, maize, rye, oats and rice 
are the chief crops; the annual production of grape-juice 
exceeds 500,000,000 gallons and of olive oil 385,000 tons. 
Silk culture and stock raising are important branches of 
industry. Coal, iron, copper, lead, zinc, mercury, iron 
pyrites, and lignite are mined. The chief imports are raw 
cotton, machinery, coal and coke, chemical products and 
fish; the chief exports are metals and mineral ores, wine, 
olive oil, oranges, cotton and manufactures and cork. 

Communications. Total length of railways is about 
10,000 miles, owned by private companies. 

Principal Towns. Madrid, the capital; Barcelona, the 
chief seaport, on the Mediterranean; Valencia, important 
center of tobacco and pottery; Seville, a thriving port and 
chief city of Andalusia; Malaga, an important seaport and 
health resort; Saragossa, capital of the former kingdom of 
Aragon; Cartagena, fortified seaport onthe Mediterranean. 

Colonies and Dependencies. The former great colonial 
empire of Spain is now considerably reduced. All colonies 
are in Africa and occupy a total area of 128,149 square miles. 
They consist of Spanish Morocco with 7,700 sq. miles, with 
the fortified towns of Ceuta and Melilla; Ifnz, 965.sq. miles; 
Rio de Oro, 109,200 sq. miles; and Spanish Guinea, includ- 
ing Fernando Po and other small islands, 10,284 sq. miles. 


SWEDEN 


The Country. Sweden, occupying the eastern and larger 
portion of the Scandinavian peninsula, has an area of 173,- 
035 square miles. The length is nearly 1,000 miles and it 
hasa coastline of over 1,500 miles. Besides the large num- 
ber of smallislands which fringe the coast, Sweden includes 
the two large Balticislands of Gotland and Oland. Her 
islands cover an area of 3,000 sq. miles. The whole coun- 
try ig a tableland sloping from the Kjolen range to the Bal- 
tic. No less than 8 per cent of the surface of Sweden is 
water, the immense number of lakes covering 14,000 square 
miles. The two largest are Wenner and Wetter, in the 
southern portion of the country and are connected by an 
excellent system of canals. 

Government. Sweden is a constitutional monarchy, the 
king’s power being exercised in conjunction with a council 
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of state and a diet. There are two chambers, the first of 
150 members and the second of 230. 

Commerce and Industry. Principal crops are oats, pota- 
toes, barley, rye and wheat. Live stock are produced in 
great number. A large amount of butter is exported. 
Forests of pine, fir and larch cover more than half of the 
area and her output of timber and paper pulp is very large. 
The mining of iron ore and the production of iron and steel 
is of utmost importance. Cream separators, matches, 
lighthouse apparatus, telephone supplies, motors and many 
kinds of electrical machinery are among the highly special- 
ized products ofindustry. Porcelain factories and the glass 
factories produce wares that have achieved a high reputa- 
tion in the markets of the world. About 3,500,000 H.P. 
are available for hydroelectric development, of which 
800,000 are being used. Metric weights and measurements. 

Communications. Sweden has about 10,000 miles of 
railway supplemented by an excellent system of canals. 
Steamer communication is kept up on the internal water- 
ways along the coast during the open season. 

Principal Towns. Stockholm, the capital; Gottenborg 
the chief seaport; Malmo, a seaport opposite Copenhagen; 
Norrkoping, an important manufacturing town. 


SWITZERLAND 

The Country. Switzerland, an inland mountainous 
country in the central portion of the Alps, has an area of 
15,976 square miles. The northwest of the country 
bounding France and Germany consists of some of the 
parallel ridges and valleys of the Jura Mountains. Be- 
tween Lake Constance on the Rhine and the Lake of 
Geneva on the Rhone are the Lakes Neuchatel, Zurich, 
Lucerne, Brienz, Bienne, etc., which all drain to the Aar. 
Lake Geneva and Lake Constance each exceed 200 square 
miles in area; Lake Neuchatel covers 93 square miles. 
Owing to its elevation, much of Switzerland is under 
permanent snow. 

Government. Switzerland is a confederate republic 
of twenty-two cantons. The parliament consists of the 
state council (44 members) and the national council 
(189 members). The federal assembly which consists 
of both chambers, is the supreme authority. The referen- 
dum is used when legislative measures are submitted 
directly to the people. The separate cantons have an 
independent system of local government. 

Commerce and Industry. The thousands of tourists 
who visit Switzerland have made hotel-keeping one of the 
principal industries of the country. Silk, cotton and 
textile mills employ thousands, the manufacture of ma- 
chinery, clocks and watches, and dairy farming are the 
most important economic factors of Switzerland. Large 
quantities of milk are consumed in chocolate factories 
and milk-condensing concerns, and in the manufacture 
of cheese for export. Metric weights and measures. 

Communications. About 4,000 miles of railways are 
in operation, a large portion of which is electrified. 

Principal Towns. Zurich, great industrial center; 
Basel, manufacture of silk ribbons; Bern, the capital; 
St. Gall (St. Gallen), industrial center south of Lake 
Constance; Lausanne, educational center; Geneva, head- 
quarters of the League of Nations, and noted for its 
watches; Lucerne, great tourist center. 


TURKEY 


The Country. Turkey, now reduced in size to about 
174,900 square miles, comprises a portion of Thrace 


adjacent to Constantinople and is now mainly confined 
to Asia Minor, a peninsula of southwestern Asia. This 
peninsula from north to south varies in length from three 
hundred to four hundred miles and from east to west is 
about 800 miles. Much of the district is an elevated 
plateau, the altitude varying from 6,000 to 2,500 feet 
above the sea. Among the chief mountains are the 
Taurus Chains, stretching across the south of the country 
from the southwest shore of the Aegean to the the north 
of Syria, their principal peaks reaching from 7,000 feet to 
10,000 feet; the Bulgar Mountains are upwards of 10,000 
feet and the Ala Mountains, north of Adana, are 8,000 to 
10,000 feet high. Between the mountains on the north 
and on the south are several chains, from one of which 
—near Kaisarieh, soars Mount Argaeus, 13,100 feet and 
the highest peak in Asia Minor. Flowing into the Black 
Sea are the Chorok, the Yeshil Irmak, the Kizil Irmak 
(Halys) and the Sakaria. Into the Mediterranean flow 
the Sihun and the Jihun. In the east of Asia Minor are 
the headwaters of both the Euphrates and the Tigris as 
well as of the Aras (Araxes). The lakes are the Tuz, 60 
miles long; the Kirili, 30 miles long; the Eyerdir, 30 miles 
long in Anatolia; and Lake Van 80 milestong. 

Government. Constitutional republic with national as- 
sembly elected by the people and a council of state ap- 
pointed by the president. . The executive power is entrusted 
to a cabinet responsible to the assembly. 

Commerce and Industry. Agriculture is primitive, but 
the soil, where cultivable, is fertile and produces consider- 
able crops of wheat, barley, cotton, tobacco, nuts, figs, 
olives, grapes and other fruits. A large quantity of opium 
is grown. The exports include cereals, cotton, fruit, 
olive oil, tobacco, carpets and wool. Asia Minor is rich 
in minerals, which, however, are only slightly worked. 

Communications. About 1,500 miles of railways are 
in operation. The so-called Bagdad railroad extends from 
the Bosphorus via Adana and Aleppo to Nisibin. 

Principal Towns. Constantinople, the capital; Smyrna, 
an important seaport; Brusa, the ancient capital and cen- 
ter of silk manufacture; Sivas, a mining center; Angora, 
the provisional capital. 


UNION OF SOUTH AFRICA 


The Country. The Union of South Africa isa self-govern- 
ing dominion of the British Empire; area 473,089 square 
miles. The Union of South Africa consists of thefour prov- 
inces, the Cape of Good Hope, Natal, Transvaal and Orange 
Free State. South Africa is a vast tableland with a lofty 
rim to the east and south, represented by the Drakensberg 
and other mountains. The main drainage is carried west 
by the Orange and Vaal Rivers. The Cape region has a 
vegetation of evergreen trees, shrubs and heaths; the well- 
watered eastern terraces are clothed with a rich wooded 
savannah, with palms on the coastal belt; over vast acres 
of the eastern tableland there is an almost treeless grass- 
land, the veldt, which merges westwards into scrub and 
bush, composed of thorn bushes and other drought- 
resisting plants. In the north the grassland is wooded, 
and isknown asthe bush veldt. Southwest Africa, formerly 
German, with an area of 322,400 square miles, is now ad- 
ministered by the Union under a mandate from the League 
of Nations. 

Government. Under the act constituting the Union, 
the sovereign appoints a governor-general, who, with an 
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executive council, administers the executive government 
of the Union. Departments of state have been estab- 
lished, the governor-general appointing officers to ad- 
minister them. Legislative power is vested in a parlia- 
ment consisting of the king, a senate and a house of 
assembly. The senate may not be dissolved within ten 
years of the establishment of the Union. There must be 
a session of parliament every year. 

Commerce and Industry. The most important cereal 
crop is corn. Tobacco is widely grown. The leading 
pastoral occupation is sheep raising. Dairy farming is 
very successful in Natal on the higher and cooler eastern 
terraces and in similarly situated parts of the Cape 
province. Ostriches are reared. The mineral wealth ig 
enormous; of this, gold represents considerably more than 
half. Ranking second to the gold mines as regards the 
monetary value of their output are the diamond mines. 
Coal is mined in the Transvaal and Orange Free State. 
Among metals of secondary importance are copper and 
tin. The Union is now the world’s largest producer of 
corundum, and has valuable asbestos mines. As regards 
manufactures, the products include biscuits, jams and 
preserves, beer, cement, soap, candles, matches, furniture, 
leather, boots and shoes, explosives, chemicals, tebacco, 
vehicles and so forth. 

Communications. The whole transport system of 
South Africa—railways, ports and harbors—is owned and 
managed by the State. There are nearly 10,000 miles of 
railway. 

Principal Towns. Johannesburg, the center of the 
densely populated gold mining region; Cape Town, the 
premier port of South Africa; Durban ranks second, 
and is the principal port for Johannesburg; the nearest 
port to the latter city is, however, Delagoa Bay (Lourenco 
Marques), which takes a certain portion of the Transvaal 
trade; Pretoria, Port Elizabeth and East London. 


UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 


The Country. Area of the contiguous territory of 
continental United States is 3,026,791 square miles, 
Length from north to south is 1,780 miles, width from east 
to west 3,100 miles, coastline 21,354 miles. Mountains 
and highlands cover the eastern and western borders; 
the Rocky Mountains in the west, the Appalachians in 
the east. Short slopes and coastal plains drained east- 
ward by the Hudson, Delaware, Susquehanna, Potomac 
and other rivers, and westward by the Columbia and 
Colorado, extend from the mountains to the sea-boards, 
Between the mountain-systems is the great central valley 
of the Ohio-Missouri-Mississippi river system. Waterfalls, 
chief of which is Niagara, are features along many of the 
rivers. The climates vary in different regions, owing to 
the size of the country. Its northern regions are in a zone 
where winters are long and severe; its southern extremities 
lie near the tropics. But for the most part the country 
is temperate, though the summers are much hotter and 
the winters colder thanin western Kurope. The prevailing 
winds of the northwest are from the Pacific Ocean; they 
give the western coast a mild and fairly uniform climate. 
In Florida and Texas there are regions where tropical 
vegetation flourishes; in California and the states along 
the Gulf of Mexico and the Atlantic, as far north as Virginia, 
subtropical plants are found. 


Government. The country, a federal republic of forty- 
eight sovereign states, is bound together by the pact of 
1787, put in force in 1789. The Federal Government, 
from its seat at Washington, deals with only such matters 
as the states have delegated to it, and each state retains 
complete authority over all unenumerated categories, 
The government looks after foreign relations, army and 
navy, and dependencies, and controls interstate trade, 
customs, post office, currency, bankruptcy and patents, 
The ordinary civil and criminal law are state matters, 
but income tax, suits between residents of different 
states, prohibition, and the majority of banks are 
under the control of Washington. The president and 
vice-president are elected every four years. The vice- 
president presides over senate, and, in case the president 
dies, fills out his term. The president is commander-in- 
chief of the army and navy, and until it comes to treaty- 
making, is supreme in foreign affairs. He can, within ten 
days of its passage, veto any bill. The senate, representing 
the states as sovereign entities, has two members from each 
state, regardless of itsimportance; the house has state del- 
egations proportionate to their population. Senators sit 
for six years, and, as one third retire every second year, the 
life of the senate is never interrupted and is periodically re- 
newed. Congressmen are elected for two years, a general 
election being held every presidential year and again two 
years later. 

Commerce and Industry. The mineral supply is one of 
the chief natural sources of wealth of the country, which 
exceeds every other in its output of coal, iron, oil and sil- 
ver. The deposits of gold, quick-silver, lead and cop- 
per also are extensive. In the west and northeast are 
dense forests of pine, spruce, birch and maple; in the 
southeast the cedar, pine, and many valuable hard woods 
abound; in the east-central part grow oak, maple, hickory, 
elm, and other useful trees, while in California are found 
the giant sequoia trees. The great agricultural region, rais- 
ing three fourths of the corn and wheat crop of the world, 
isin the northern and central part of the Mississippi Valley. 
Three fourths of the cotton supply of the world, and half 
the tobacco crop, together with corn, rice, and tropical — 
fruits, grow luxuriantly in the south; grains, vegetables, 
fruits, including grapes, are cultivated extensively in 
California. The raising of cattle, sheep, hogs and poul- 
try, are important industries, yielding an immense product 
for export. 

Communications. Total railway mileage 270,000. Total 
tonnage of American shipping about 7,000,000. The New 
York Barge Canal from Buffalo on Lake Erie to Troy on 
the Hudson River is 352 miles long, to which its Oswego and 
Cayuga-Seneca tributaries add another 100 miles. The 
Great Lakes are connected with each other and by canals 
with the Atlantic Ocean, Saint Lawrence River and the 
Mississippi River. There are over 290 streams in the 
country used to a substantial degree for navigation, with 
an approximate navigable mileage of 26,400. 

Principal Towns. New York City, Chicago, Philadel- 
phia, Detroit, Cleveland, St. Louis, Boston, Baltimore, 
Pittsburgh, Los Angeles, Buffalo, San Francisco, Milwau- 
kee, Washington, the capital. 

Dependencies. The total area of Dependencies and 
non-contiguous territory of the United States is 716,740 
square miles divided as follows: On the Continent of 
America, Alaska, with an area of 590,884 square miles, 
forms a territory of the United States, governed conjointly 
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by Congress at Washington and by the local legislative as- 
sembly consisting of 8 senators and 16 representatives. 
The seat of government and largest town is Juneau. Other 
dependencies in America are the Panama CanalZone, with 
an area of about 500 square wiles, the Virgin Islands, with 
an area of 132 square miles, (formerly Danish West Indies), 
and its capital, St. Thomas, and the island of Porto Rico, 
with an area of 3,425 square miles and its capital, San Juan. 
In the Pacific Ocean is the most important dependency, 
the Philippine Islands, with a total area of 114,400 square 
miles and the capital, Manila. A governor-general, ap- 
pointed by the president of the United States, administers 
the islands in conjunction with the local legislative body, 
consisting of two houses, the senate and a house of rep- 
resentatives. Other dependencies in Oceania are the 
islands of Guam, with an area of 225 square miles; Hawait, 
with an area of 6,449 square miles with the capital Hono- 
lulu, and American Samoa, with an area of 102 square miles. 


URUGUAY 


The Country. Uruguay has an area of 72,153 square 
miles. The most notable feature of Uruguay is its long 
rolling plains, comprising almost the entire length of the 
country, occasionally broken by low mountain ranges and 
copiously watered by numerous streams. The Uruguay 
River, forms the western boundary with its chief tributary 
the Negro, draining the entire central portion of the re- 
public. The climate is generally moderate and healthy. 

Government. The executive is divided between the 
president and a national administrative council. The 
president is elected for four years by direct vote and may 
be re-elected after an interval of eight years. The na- 
tional administrative council consists of nine members, six 
of the majority party and three of the largest minority 
party; three retiring every two years. The election is by 
direct popular vote. The president appoints the ministers 
of foreign affairs, of war and marine and of the interior and 
has supreme control of these departments; the other min- 
isters are appointed by the council. The legislative power 
is vested in a parliament of two houses. the senate and the 
chamber of representatives, which meet in annual session. 
In the interval of the session, a permanent committee of 
two senators and five members of the lower house assumes 
the control of the executive power. The representatives 
are chosen for three years. The senators are chosen for six 
years by an electoral college whose members are directly 
elected by the people. 

Commerce and Industry. Sheep and cattle raising are 
the principal industry. Agriculture is also practiced to a 
considerable extent, nearly all of the cereals being grown. 
Wine is produced in considerable quantities, and tobacco 
and olives are cultivated. In the northern department, 


gold mines are worked. Silver, copper, lead, magnesia 
and lignite coal arefound. The exports consist almost en- 
tirely of animal products. Metric weights and measures. 
Communications. River transport is very extensive. 
The Uruguay affords the principal means of communica- 
tions, while railways of a total length of nearly 1,600 miles 
link up the ports with the chief centers of commerce. 
Principal Towns. Montevideo, the capital and chief 
seaport; Paysandu, seaport on the Uruguay, with meat 
packing interests; Salto, also on the Uruguay, with large 


trade in hides. 
VENEZUELA 


The Country. Venezuela has an area of 398,594 square 
miles. It comprises roughly the basin of the Orinoce 
and the district surrounding the Gulf of Maracaibo. The 
country is divided geographically into three distinct zones, 
viz., the extensive plains and river valleys, known as Ilanos, 
affording excellent pasturage for cattle; the mountain sec- 
tion, formed by three mountain ranges; and the table- 
lands. This variety of physical features yields an equal 
variety of climate, products and soil. 

Government. Legislative authority of the republic is 
vested in a congress of two chambers, the senate and the 
chamber of deputies. The former consists of forty mem- 
bers elected for three years, twofor each state. The latter 
is constituted by direct election for three years. The exec- 
utive power is exercised by the president in conjunction 
with the cabinet ministers through whom he acts. The 
president is elected by congress for seven years; there is no 
restriction as to re-election. 

Commerce and Industry. Coffee and cacao are largely 
grown and exported and wheat and other cereals thrive. 
The mountains are heavily wooded and many useful trees 
and plants are found. The mines produce gold, silver, 
copper and lead; the various asphalt lakes yield the best 
quality of asphalt; along the coast pearls are obtained. 
Metric weights and measures. 

Communications. Total railway mileage is about 700 
miles. Thewaterways of Venezuela form important means 
of communication and transportation, there being no less 
than 70 navigable rivers in the country with a total navig- 
able length of over 6,000 miles of which the Orinoco, with 
its tributaries, furnishes nearly 4,000 miles. A regular 
steamship service is maintained on the Orinoco, between 
Ciudad Bolivar and the interior, as well as points along the 
coast. Ocean-going vessels enter Lake Maracaibo which 
is navigable in its entirety. 

Principal Towns. Caracas, the capital; Maracaibo, the 
city with extensive export trade in coffee, cocoa and rub- 
ber; Ciudad Bolivar, on the right bank of the Orinoco, 
with export trade of coffee, hides, etc.; Puerto Cabello, and 
La Guaira, seaports.

Arkansas—From Akansea tribe of Indians. The state of Kansas derives its name from the same source. Nickname: 
Bear State. Flower: Apple Blossom. 


California—Hither from fabled Spanish island or from “ealiento forno,” meaning “‘a hot furnace.” Nickname: Golden 
State. Flower: Poppy.
